| Fishing For All | 


par? 


By LAWTON CARVER 


Columnist Carver gives here first re- 
ports of a new transplanting method. 





A new transportation system 
now makes possible opening 


new areas for ardent fishermen 


ONSERVATION, science, sportsmanship, plain love of 
fishing for the sake of fishing and a gesture of*interna- 
tional good will have come together in a fascinating story 
of the way the black bass—North America’s most abundant 
and most popular all-around fresh water game fish— 
recently flew across the ocean and took up residence in 
Scandinavia. He was doing all right, too, at last reports 
and in a short time is expected to be as popular with the 
anglers of Sweden as he is in one species or another in 
Canada, the 48 United States and Mexico. 

When two Swedes named Borgstrom went fishing in On- 
tario in 1954, the story started. They became wholly en- 
chanted with the small-mouths as the fightenest fish they 
came across. The climax to the story approached just last 
November, two years later, when 400 small-mouths reached 
Stockholm. In February another shipment of the small- 
mouths will go over from Canada and later on Scandinavia 
may get some more along with its first look at some big- 
mouths. 

The story will reach a climax when anglers in Sweden 
will, for the first time, go black bass fishing and enjoy the 
thrill that can be provided only by this native American, 
which some men say is, inch for inch and pound for pound, 
the gamest fish of them all. 

When all this started there was some doubt the fish would 
make it to Europe in such shape as to show any inclination 
whatsoever to do any pioneering in a new land. They left 
Toronto by air for New York, were transferred from Trans- 
Canada Airlines to Scandinavian Airlines System for 
Copenhagen, Denmark, and there unpacked and taken by 
tank truck to Aneboda, in Southern Sweden, and released in 
breeding ponds. 

They completed the journey as sassy as ever, without loss 
of a single fish, thanks to science, and, with that, our bass 
found a new home and a new development in transporta- 
tion was successfully launched. 

This was the opinion of Lief Alvaer of the Toronto im- 
porting firm of Gresvig, Ltd., who‘acted in the project as 
liaison between the governments of Ontario and Sweden 
and the Urfabriken tackle manufacturing firm of Sweden. 

Alvaer started on preparations last May to introduce 
the black bass to Sweden, where heretofore it has been

unknown. The idea all came about following a fishing trip 
to Ontario by Gote and Lennart Borgstrom, father and son 
owners of the Urfabriken Company. 

They returned to Sweden after their visit to Ontario in 
1954 not only praising their new-found exponent of aerial 
acrobatics but determined to give the people in Sweden 
a chance to enjoy the thrill of bass-fishing. No expense 
was to be spared, otherwise the bass never would have left 
home. The Ontario government in a hands-across-the-seas 
sporting gesture made the fish available free of charge to 
the Swedish government and provided research regarding 
packing and shipping to assure the fish would not die en 
route. The cost of the venture was still about $5 per fish, or 
about $1 an inch. They ranged in size around five or six 
inches taken from the Brantford, Ontario, hatchery. 

The fish were packed by Alvaer and Ontario officials, 50 
to a container in eight five-gallon polythene recepticles, 
fitted with two valves in the cap and containing three- 
gallons of water. After the fish were safely in the water, the 
air was pumped out of the containers and oxygen pumped 
in up to three pounds pressure. 

The containers then were placed in stout, lightweight, 
insulated canvas ice cream shipping sacks especially ar- 
ranged to maintain a water temperature between 38 and 50 
degrees, the cargo was loaded and the flight begun. 

In New York, Tom Lenk, vice president and operational 
director of the Garcia Corporation which imports the 
Ambassadeur bait-casting reel, the Abu spinning reel and 
a wide assortment of lures made by Urfabriken, arranged 
for proper supervision of the fish during their lay-over. 
Next we hear from them in Copenhagen, Denmark, where 
they were unpacked and placed in a tank truck, and finally 
they reach their destination, Sweden, at Aneboda happy 
as a crate of larks. This, despite the fact that they were

expected to be en route only 22 hours and actually spent 
39 hours on the journey. 

Transporting fish by this method had never been tried 
before in North America—or anywhere else—so far as 
officials could say, and the problem of expense is being 
worked on for the future as a result of the success of the 
initial venture. 

Although the fish game gratis, the cost of packing, freight-

trip ran close to $2,000, all of which was borne by the 
Urfabriken Company’s Borgstroms, father and son, who 
look forward to additional shipments, and eventually to 
small-mouth fishing in Sweden second to none anywhere. 

This comes as a part of the Borgstroms’ conservation 
program, which, incidentally is maintained on an interna- 
tional basis in more ways than one, and in some respects is 
a model program for tackle manufacturers. 

In addition to the conservation program maintained in 
Sweden, they contribute to the United States Sports Fish- 
ing Institute through an arrangement set up by Tom Lenk. 
Garcia matches every dollar put into the Sports Fishing 
Institute fund by the various companies the New York 
firm represents in the importation of fishing tackle. The 
Swedish concern shares in this American enterprise, and, 
what with one thing and another, now brings American 
fishing to the Swedes. 

That they will take to black bass is assured, despite the 
fact that salmon fishing there is rated with the world’s best 
and the Urfabriken Company is on the Morrum, one of the 
best salmon streams in all Europe. 

Commenting from Svangsta, site of the Urfabriken fac- 
tory, Lennart Borgstrom said enthusiastically that he and 


Tom Lenk, who with Lief Alvaer planned the shipment, 
shows off the size of Swedish salmon the bass will join. 


his father hope this is only the beginning of widespread 
stocking of small-mouths in Scandinavia. 

“After fishing for the small-mouths in America and 
Canada my father and I decided to give Scandinavian fisher- 
men a new sport fish and a new angling experience,” he 
said. “We found them marvelous fish. 

“We selected fish from Canada because weather and 
spawning conditions are much the same as in Scandinavia, 
and the yearlings we brought over in the first shipment stood 
the trip so well—without a single loss—that we expect to 
follow with more. They have been liberated in ponds at the 
big Aneboda hatchery to mature and spawn under ideal 
conditions and in about three years we should have some 
new angling thrills here.” 

Borgstrom said that if the fish thrive and spawn as ex- 
pected, stream and lake stocking will begin ‘as soon as 
possible, more fish will be brought over to speed up the 
program and, with luck, in due time the small-mouth will be 
as important in Scandinavia as he always has been in North 
America.

FOR BOATING? 


Previewed here are the current 
trends toward boating 
legislation, plus predictions 


which will affect all boaters

AST September 9, a Sunday, a fellow named Bernard 

Hoffman was aboard his 26-foot inboard cabin cruiser, 

“Inez,” at anchor in a Coast Guard-designated anchorage 
off City Island, N. Y. 

At 2:30 p.m. the Inez was struck in the bow by an 18-foot 
outboard skiff that kept going after the ramming. Hoff- 
man’s boat had a three-foot hole in its starboard bow 
and shortly thereafter began to leak. The owner contacted 
a Coast Guard 83-foot patrol boat within 15 minutes, de- 
scribed the accident, and was told to go catch the man and 
report his number. Otherwise the Coast Guard could do 
nothing.

Hoffman then tried the Harbor Police who told him to 
talk to the Coast Guard. 

It is apparent that Hoffman was deprived of the basic 
protection he deserved under law. Since our boating laws 
obviously could do nothing for him, they should be changed 
so that the hit-and-run boat driver is curbed. 

In Florida, an 18-foot inboard towing a water skier at 
20 miles-per-hour swept through a swimming area. The 
tow boat’s transom came within 15 feet of one swimmer 
and the skier’s wash passed over the head of another. Ac-

cording to Federal law, the boat driver seemed liable for 
prosecution under the general negligent or reckless opera- 
tion clause. The nearest Coast Guard station was 32 miles 
away and upon investigation it was found that prosecution 
of the offender was virtually impossible, conviction un- 
likely. 

In this case state law was of no help, for Florida’s rudi- 
mentary regulations fail to recognize even the existence of 
water skiers. 

Negligence and reckless operation are the greatest deter- 
rents to safe, sensible boating and although the Federal 
Motor Boat Act forbids such acts, present-day enforcement 
of the law is completely inadequate. Statistics are not avail- 
able, but we would venture to guess that the Coast Guard 
does not prosecute under this law as many as a dozen cases 
a year. 

Let’s put some teeth in the reckless-driving law on a 
Federal level and see that it is enforced. 


An Eastern boat livery last summer rented an outboard 
skiff to am inexperienced 14-year-old who was drowned 
when the engine exploded. Unfortunately the lad cannot 
tell how he managed the difficult task of exploding an out- 
board, but the incident points out definite laxity in boat 
livery Operations. Shouldn’t there be an inspection and 
licensing of boat liveries? Of course there should but there 
is no law that says so. 

The headline last July read, “Yacht Blows Up in Bronx 
While Fueling, Owner Burned Badly.” Every boating area 
has a couple of these cases each season. Despite the valiant 
educational efforts of the U. S. Power Squadrons and the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, the boatman needs to be saved 
from himself. Legislation will have to do the job. 

The hit-and-run driver, the reckless water-ski party, the 
irresponsible boat livery and the refueling ignoramus are 
four and by no means the only reasons why we need a new 
boating law. 

Now is the time to draft and pass on a Federal and state 
level a simple, basic law that will in no way alter or dis- 
courage the continued growth of this recreational sport. 

Are there really so many accidents now that we have to 
ask the legislators to take over? The answer depends upon 
the agency that provides the statistics. 

The Coast Guard says it investigated or knew about 112 
boating accidents and 191 deaths in the fiscal year 1954; 
fiscal °55, 155 accidents, 228 deaths. But the Outboard 
Boating Club of: America quotes the Office of Vital Statis- 
tics, U. S. Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare, that 
fatalities among occupants of small boats decreased from 
1,243 in 1949 to 1,135 in 1954. This outfit’s small boat 
drowning figures generally have hovered at the 1,200 level 
for six years. 

The Coast Guard and Rep. Herbert Bonner’s congres- 
sional committee studying boating both admit to a dearth 
of statistics on boat accidents and are out to acquire better 
ones in 1957. But how valuable are statistics?

Every boat owner who lives and plays in an urban area 
knows bad habits increase every year—anchoring in chan- 
nels; making fast to aids to navigation; speeding through 
anchorages, fishermen or sailing fleets; towing water skiers 
across another’s bow; unnumbered boats; stolen outboard 
motors. 

Before bad habits and discourtesy have further chance 
to spread, there should be legislation, and the climate now 
is excellent.

New Jersey has already adopted boat licenses and 
operator permits for pleasure craft operating above 
tidewater. Accidents are reported to be reduced. 


Like any political committee, this group is reluctant to 
make drastic moves. Therefore it is improbable that the 
sport will acquire what many now feel it must have—a 
permit awarded after examination. 

We said permit, not license, and there is a difference. 

If you own a powerboat over 16-feet in length on Federal 
waters, you already have obtained from the Coast Guard 
a number for the boat and a permit. The logical legislative 
step is to extend the numbering requirement to all motor- 
propelled boats, regardless of length, and require the boat 
owner to prove, by taking a test, that he has a vague idea 
how to avoid drowning himself and others. 

POPULAR BOATING has drawn up such a test, to be 
presented next month, which could be administered by the 
Coast Guard and other Federal agencies, or even a boat 
rental operator before he rented out a boat.

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As for objections: 

But veteran boatmen would object to taking the test, 
wouldn't they? Nonsense. Most responsible boat owners 
pride themselves on their knowledge and could roll through 
this test with one eye closed. 

The test would have to be changed every year, at some 
expense, because the questions would become too familiar, 
right? The quiz need never be changed because knowledge 
of the answers, no matter how acquired, would instill safe- 
boating practices. 

Nothing like this has ever been done before and wouldn't 
it be cumbersome to administer? The state of New Jersey 
has required boating operator’s licenses, the only state to do 
so, since 1920 and has awarded them after the candidate 
has satisfied the harbor master or licensing officer that he 
had a rudimentary knowledge of boating. Although New 
Jersey limits licenses to inland waters because of jurisdic- 
tional conflict with the Coast Guard, the program works 
smoothly. 

The Coast Guard is undermanned now. How can it ad- 
minister a permit program and what other Federal agencies 
could aid? 

There has to be help for the Coast Guard in bigger ap- 
propriations and more personnel. The Bonner Committee 
knows this and also has been told about a “lost” $10 million 
to finance a Federal enforcement program for boating. 

This money could come from Federal gasoline taxes 
paid by boatmen who never bother to recover the one cent 
per gallon, as permitted by law to non-highway users. Like- 
wise the states could stop refunding gasoline taxes to boat- 
men and use the funds for enforcement agencies. 

Since the Coast Guard cannot patrol every pond in 
America, fish and game wardens, fire wardens, state police 
and harbor masters must be recruited to administer and 
enforce boating laws. This idea comes from the American 
Yachtsmen’s Association which says 70 per cent of its mem- 
bers, all boat owners, are in favor of a “workable” licensing 
system. 



































The use of different grades of enforcement officers may 
imply some serious jurisdictional problems. Defining the 
jurisdiction of the Coast Guard and Federal law on water- 
ways has been a perennial bugaboo but the Bonner Com- 
mittee has decided to rise above it. The committee’s feeling 
is that once the Federal Government and the states all have 
similar boating laws with joint enforcement procedures 
there will be no jurisdictional problems. We agree. Some 
States’ righters will object to the bureaucratic invasion of 
Washington into boating, one of man’s last areas of peace, 
quiet plus freedom of will. 

Can't the states do the job? 

Unfortunately political systems on the state level are 
unable consistently to accomplish practical legislation in 
such an ethereal field as boating. The Outboard Boating 
Club can document this opinion and show that present 
state boating laws wander all over the pond. Imagine trying 
to enforce laws like these: On Arkansas lakes with a popu- 
lation over 50 all inboards cannot exceed 10 miles-per-hour 
within 50 yards of smaller boats. In Indiana, to operate a 
motorboat of over 25 horsepower you have to have an 
automobile operator’s license. On New York’s inland wa- 
ters youngsters under 12 cannot operate motorboats in ex- 
cess of 10 horsepower over five miles-per-hour. In Pennsyl- 
vania the law says boats must pass each other 100 feet apart 
in daylight, 200 feet apart at night. 

OBC executive director Guy Hughes notes improvement 
however in annual state legislative efforts, which no longer 
are as zany as in the past. OBC has convinced 25 states to 
consider adoption of its “Recommended Uniform Boat Reg- 
ulation Act,” a sound simple document without much bite. 

lowever, it places the outboard before the boat because the 
Federal law should come first, as a leader. The Bonner 
Committee seems convinced by its witnesses that nation- 
wide uniformity in boating laws cannot be achieved by try- 
ing for similar legislation simultaneously over 48 states in 
advance of a Federal law on the subject.

legislators as New York’s Charles C. Cusick wisely realize 
that a lot of laws and rules are unnecessary and unwanted 
by the boating public. For example, the minimum age law, 
a real hot potato, is unlikely ever to come up for debate. 
Many youngsters handle boats far better than their elders. 
Parents, not congressmen, are the best judges of youngsters’ 
ability and should be trusted. 








State Laws 


“It is just as important to educate the legislators 
about boating as the general public,” says Outboard 
Boating Club official Edward S. Spanke. A look at 
the record shows why. 

Well-intentioned state legislators have introduced 
some fantastic boating regulations. One state law 
says, “Boats shall not be rented for the purpose of 
breaking ice.” Others say, “Boat races are prohibited 
between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m.,” and, “Passengers shall 
not exceed the number of seats in a boat.” The latter 
is a dangerous law in that it seems to legalize over- 
loading in a number of small boats. Another state 
law, “Boats shall not tie up to railroad tracks.” 

Fortunately a number of bills introduced by legis- 
lators fail to make the grade. In California a few 
years ago, it was proposed that all pleasure boats be 
fitted with “propeller guards.” A Pennsylvania bill in- 
troduced recently provided for a horsepower limita- 
tion on outboards through a mechanical device 
similar to a governor. And there have been recent 
proposals for special boating taxation in Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Florida, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. 

An encouraging sign, reports OBC which closely 
watches all legislation, is fewer ridiculous bills and a 
far more cooperative, enlightened attitude toward 
boating. 











Speed limits just do not work with convictions hard to 
accomplish, evidence inconclusive. A beefed-up negligence 
feature of a Federal law could accomplish the same purpose. 

It was Assemblyman Cusick who first reported the need 
for water ski regulation, following many complaints and ac- 
cidents in his state. So far he has been able to accomplish 
an amendment forbidding water skiing after dark on inland 
waters, and a requirement for two people, driver and ob- 
server, in every tow boat. 

Regulations requiring minimum construction standards 
and safety equipment in boat building deserve consideration 
as well. 

In conclusion, POPULAR BOATING believes the legis- 
lative problem need not be a complex one, and we advocate 
only these three measures: 

(1) Extension of the present numbering act to include 
all power boats, with an examination required before award- 
ing a number-permit. The examination will serve as a 
means of educating boatmen and the permit will place direct 
responsibility upon the owner. 

(2) By diverting the millions of dollars in boatmens’ 
refundable gasoline taxes into the Coast Guard on a Federal 
level and other services on state level, these agencies could 
more effectively enforce the present “reckless & negligent” 
law in every locale. 

(3) Passage of imitative legislation among the states so 
that jurisdictional problems will cease to exist, with the 
states to license boat liveries. 

If such progress was achieved, a Coast Guard helicopter * 
could sight and catch Mr. Hoffman’s hit-and-run boatman. 
A local harbormaster could prosecute the Florida water 
skiers for reckless operation. The Eastern boat livery would 
be licensed and we hope the Bronx skipper, in studying for 
his permit, would have learned to ventilate his craft while 
refueling. —BILL WALLACE

Doctors said Ralph might 


not use his arm again, but 


he had plans to ski

HEN Ralph Kirshaw of Manchester, Massachusetts, 

was three years old, he showed unusual—and well 
nigh disastrous—aggressiveness as he managed to plow 
through a strongly resisting glass door. The shattered 
glass was much tougher than his baby arm and the majority 
of the muscles in Ralph’s wrist and arm were sliced open. 
The official medical verdict was that the arm would be 
pretty useless, that he’d never again be able to play like 
the other kids on his block. ; 

That was two years ago. Last year Ralph made a very 
special request for Christmas. He begged for a pair of 
water skis. Sympathetic as his parents were, they justi- 
fiably felt that this would be just throwing away their 
money. One of the hardest parts of water skiing is getting 
up on the water. It takes considerable strength in both 
arms to get an even pull to break through the resistance 
of the water’s surface. A four-year-old with crippled arm 
muscles didn’t stand much of a chance. But Ralph begged 
on, even after Santa Clause didn’t come through that 
Christmas. 

In the spring, his father weakened and bought Ralph a 
pair of skis. The pictures here tell the story of Ralph’s 
first day on skis. They prove a couple of obvious points: 
one, that anyone can ski and the other—that probably 
Ralph Kirshaw may achieve the biggest goal in his life— 
to be water ski champion of 1967.

Ajustable Pier 


Story and photos by Earle W. Thompson 


UST the thing for that lakeside vacation cabin is this 

adjustable pier landing, built by William Craig of Ko- 
nocti Bay, Clear Lake, Calif. 

The high pier is permanent, extending out over the lake 
at the same level as the front port of Craig’s home. The 
lower extension at the right is adjustable, and can be 
raised or lowered to match the prevailing level of the lake. 

The water level landing hangs on chains from the two 
pilings. In winter, when the lake level rises, Craig fastens 
a block and tackle to the crossbar atop the pilings, hooks 
his tackle to the landing, and raises the landing. When 
the water goes down in summer, he reverses the process. 

The landing is made of 2” x 12” framework, with 1” x 
6” decking. A roll of old carpet nailed around the edge 
of the landing protects boats which tie up. 

The steps which lead from the pier to the landing are 
made in sections. Each riser is an independent piece. When 
the lake rises and Craig elevates the landing, he removes 
steps as necessary. This end of landing is supported by 
Pier’s end piles, and slides up and down on them. 


Permanent high pier, above right, extends out over 
lake at the same level as the front porch shown in 
foreground. Visible at right is water level landing 
as it hangs on chains from two pilings. Latter can 
be raised by fastening a block and tackle to cross- 
bar atop pilings and hooking tackle to the landing.

Scaled at 1:100, HMS London is fully rigged—and is 
fitted out right down to the last detail. A true museum 
piece, it was constructed from ivory and bone by French 
prisoners in England’s Dartmoor Prison. Possibly American 
seamen had a hand in it too. for Dartmoor housed captured 
sailors from the States as well as Napoleon’s fleet. 

The London was a sister ship of Admiral Nelson’s famed 
Victory—launched at the same time, from the same ship- 
yard at Chatham. The Victory later went on to become Nel- 
son’s flagship at the Battle of Trafalgar—one of the most 
famous sea battles in history. 

The London is a perfect example of the great English 
Ships-of-the-Line. The model, nearly three feet long, and 
valued at $4,000. probably took many years to construct. 
It joined the Admiralty collection upon completion. 

In appraising the model at $4,000, Boucher-Lewis Pre- 
cision Models Inc. of New York described it as an “excellent 
work of highly skilled artisans.” The appraiser singled out 
the craftsmanship of the precise rigging, the brass cannon, 
the anchor and fittings. for special attention. 

Because of the extreme age of the model, the rigging was 
in a state of disrepair. The owner had one of the world’s 
few ship model riggers work night and day for over a year 
on the London. Mr. Albert Barker of Long Island City, 
N. Y., spent 1,012 hours re-rigging, cleaning, polishing, 
and re-carving missing parts. 

The career of the original HMS London is a long and 
glorious one. Launched at Chatham in 1766—she had a 
45 year span of service during an age of destiny. She 
fought in three major wars: the American Revolution, the 
French Revolution. and the Napoleonic Wars. 

During the American Revolution, in addition to its dra- 
matic battle in Chesapeake Bay, the London blockaded 
Newport, Rhode Island, from July 1780 to February 1781. 
It was her task to keep a small French fleet as well as a 
number of American Privateers bottled up in Newport 
Harbor. The privateers were especially dangerous—for in 
the late stages of the war. they carried the brunt of Colonial 
Sea Operations and captured no less than 16 English men- 
of-war. Many of them were based at Newport. The London 
used Long Island harbors as bases during the blockade. 

The London also visited New York City three times dur- 
ing the American Revolution, docking for repairs at the 
British Shipyards at Hallett’s Wharf (where Wall Street 
now meets the East River). 

During the French Revolution, the London was the scene 
of the greatest mutiny ever to rock the British Navy. While 
at Spithead. several shootings occurred and mutineers im- 
prisoned a fleet admiral in the hold of the London. 

In a wild scene, a mob grabbed the first mate and was 
ready to swing him high from the yardarm when a last- 
minute plea by a crew member saved his neck. 

The mutiny collapsed in the face of a bigger threat. 
Napoleon Bonaparte was casting his ominous shadow over 
Europe. In 1801, the London led a mighty fleet into the 
Baltic under the command of Sir Hyde Parker. But the 
actual hero of that mission was Lord Nelson. When defeat 
looked imminent. Parker hoisted a “retreat pennant” from 
the mast of the London with alarm. But Nelson, putting 
a telescope to his blind eye, said, “I see no signal to retreat.” 
He went on to win a tremendous victory. 

The London missed the Battle of Trafalgar, but made up 
for its absence by capturing a French man-of-war, and with 
it one of Napoleon’s great admirals. 

It closed out a brilliant career by participating in the 
smuggling of the Royal Family of Portugal from under the 
very guns of Napoleon’s forts. The London escorted them 
to Brazil, and in doing so, became the first three-decker in 
history to cross the Equator. 

The HMS London returned to England in 1811. It was 
broken up by the same Chatham yard that built it, leaving 
behind history and a handsome model as everlasting testi- 
mony to the greatness of the ship.

Answers To Your Boating Queries

**W WANT to store several plywood 
boats outside. They will be stored 
bottom up. Can you advise if there is 
some kind of weather-proofing, some 
substance that will keep the water out, 
yet will come off easily in the spring 
before repainting?

“Perhaps there is a waxy substance 
that will scale off easily. What about 
an oil, like cosmoline, that would wash 
off with hot soapy water?”

We have never heard of such sub- 
stances being used to protect boats’ 
bottoms during the winter. Has any 
of our readers? Our guess is that ex- 
periments along this line would be a 
waste of time because they would 
prove messier, more complicated and 
more time-consuming than the con- 
ventional method used by rowboat 
liveries when laying up their craft. 

They haul their boats, scrub the 
bottoms and allow them to dry. Then 
they apply one coat of bottom paint— 
the kind they'll use in the spring—to 
seal the pores of the wood. And finally 
they cover the boats with tarpaulins or 
roofing paper. Lashing or tacks are 
used to secure the covering material 
in place. 

This method is effective, inexpen-

sive (particularly if roofing paper is 
used) and simple. One would be hard 
put to improve on it.

“For reliability rather than speed, | 
would like to use two small outboards 
instead of one of a higher horsepower. 
| had figured on two 3-horsepower or 
two 5-horsepower motors. For the 
best results, should these be the same 
as to horsepower or should there be a 
difference? How far apart should they 
be?” 

R. H. L., Philadelphia, Pa. 


We advise you to employ two mo- 
tors developing the same horsepower. 
If your boat is the usual displacement- 
type fishing skiff, its most efficient 
speed range is 6 to 9 m.p.h. Two 
3-h.p. motors will drive it at about 8 
m.p.h. and two 5-h.p. motors will 
increase the speed to about 9 m.p.h. 
It is, to say the least, debatable, 
whether this slight increase in speed 
is worth the additional cost of the 
larger motors. 

This is all purely academic, how- 
ever, if the transom on your boat isn’t 
wide enough to accept two mountings. 
Only a boat with a transom width of 
48 inches or more should be consid- 
ered for a twin-motor installation of 
this sort. The minimum distance be- 
tween the centers of the motors should 
be 20 inches. 

If your boat’s transom isn’t wide 
enough for a twin-motor installation, 
all is not lost. You can still have the 
reliability of twin motors by installing 
one medium-size motor (5 to 10 h.p.) 
on the transom and keeping one small 
motor (11% to 3 h.p.) in the boat for 
emergency use. The larger motor will 
drive the boat at 742 to 9 m.p.h. If 
it should conk out, it can be replaced 
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with the little motor, which will push 
the boat back to port at a respectable 
6 to 7 m.p.h. 


“| would like to know why propane 
or butane isn’t used for cooking and 
operating a gas refrigerator aboard a 
boat.”

Tank gas in both liquefied and com- 
pressed form is frequently employed 
in galleys, especially aboard large 
yachts. It gives reliable and quick 
heat. The gas is, however, compara- 
tively expensive. And, since it is ex- 
plosive when mixed with air, a leak 
in the tank or in the feed line between 
tank and appliance can be extremely 
dangerous. 

National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion regulations stipulate that the stor- 
age tanks or cylinders must be located 
in a well-ventilated deck box on an 
open deck or cabin top. They cannot 
be located in the cabin, in the cockpit 
or on any portion of the deck that is 
enclosed at the sides by bridge or 
cabin structures. 

Because of the resultant distance 
between tanks and appliances, the in- 
stallation of a tank-gas system is quite 
a complicated process. Regular main- 
tenance is necessary to prevent leaks 
from developing in the piping and fit- 
tings. Tank gas is thus, as mentioned 
above, more frequently found in large 
yachts than in small cruisers. 

In the latter boats, the accepted 
cooking fuels are coal, wood, canned 
heat, alcohol and kerosene. Gasoline 
should never be used. 


“Il intend to purchase an outboard 
outfit for water skiing. The motor will 
develop 35 to 40 horsepower and will 
have remote controls. What size boat 
(length, beam, depth, width of tran- 
som) should | buy? Should steering 
be mounted forward or aft and on 
which side? What type of construction 
(molded plywood, sheet plywood, lap- 
strake, etc.) do you advise?”

The type of construction isn’t im- 
portant. If the hull is a well-known 
make, it will prove satisfactory no 
matter what boatbuilding material is 
used in its structure. 

The steering position is also not too 
important. Most drivers prefer to sit 
forward because they can see better 
from this position and because an out- 
board boat balances better with the 
driver forward to counteract the 
weight of the motor. Personal prefer- 
ence is the sole determining factor in 
deciding whether to place the steerer 
on the port or the starboard side. 

When selecting a boat, take the ad- 
vice of Bruce Parker, one of the 
nation’s outstanding water-ski instruc- 
tors. He recommends at least a 14- 
footer with a transom 54 inches mini- 
mum in width. Such a boat, when 
equipped with a 35-horsepower motor, 
will pull up to four skiers totaling 500 
pounds in weight. @

That is, if he keeps up with our 
building plans. Starting with tiny Pipsqueak this month, we 
will be presenting a new boat to build every month—each 
especially selected to be a sound and seaworthy design, and 
not too complicated to build.

A check list is also wise. One shopper we know had his 
heart set on a fast runabout, but after listing what he would 
be using it for—fishing, overnight trips, family outings, 
entertaining—he discovered a cabin cruiser was going to 
fill the bill.

UTBOARD HORSEPOWER 


Builders and buyers are crazy over “horses” and 


the power they represent. Here’s the latest report 


HE first American-built outboard motor put up for sale 

was a one lunger, air-cooled Waterman, designed in 
1906. Cameron B. Waterman, who had begun experiment- 
ing with outboard motors the year before, built twenty-five 
of his 1906 model. Known as the Waterman-Porto, these 
forty-four pound jobs developed a snappy 2 horsepower, 
were claimed to run eight hours on a gallon of gasoline and 
presumably were able to push an 18-foot rowboat at 7 
m.p.h.—not much faster than two harnessed dray horses 
could have swum towing the same outfit. 

Still, from this point on, the outboard horsepower race 
was underway. 

Neither Waterman nor Ole Evinrude, who turned out his 
first production model in 1910, dreamed of multi-cylin- 
dered detachable motors which would someday push a 
racing hydroplane at better than 100 m.p.h. or power a 
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sports runabout with a load of passengers at a 30 m.p.h.- 
plus clip. Both Cameron and Ole were happy just to get 
away from rowing. 

Actually, the first multi-cylinder production motor to be 
introduced was the Koban twin, which got the jump on its 
competitors. But even after the introduction of two-cylin- 
der jobs, developed horsepower remained in a modest range, 
limited by weight since the motors made of bronze and 
cast iron were plenty heavy to lug, and the crude knuckle- 
busting knob-type flywheel starters were balky for even 
the strongest wristed individual. 

Ole Evinrude retired from outboard motor manufactur- 
ing after four years when in 1914 he sold his interest in the 
Evinrude Detachable Rowboat Motor Company. Ole, 
however, didn’t lose his enthusiasm for tinkering with the 
two cycles, and after the close of World War I he made a 
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Elto filled the bill in the ’20’s for 
a small motor with the tiny 2 h.p. 
flyweight motor made by Ole Evinrude. 


study of the new lightweight aluminum alloys which had 
been used in military equipment. With this knowledge of 
lighter metals, Ole applied the materials to a twin-cylinder 
outboard motor. He tried to sell the design to the Evinrude 
Company, which would have no part of Ole’s new fangled 
notions. Determined that the new materials would pave 
the way to greater horsepower in lightweight units, Ole 
started up business again and introduced a 2/2 horsepower 
47-pound motor under the tradename Elto. The initials, 
translated, stood for Evinrude’s Lightweight Twin Out- 
board. 

The new motor developed its punch to the tune of 
18.8 pounds per horse. This 1921 model wouldn’t be a 
sensation today, for a number of manufacturers produce 
their rated horsepower on certain models at 3 pounds per 
horse or even less. But it was a step in the right direction 
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The late Cameron Waterman’s first 
outboard in 1906 had one cylinder, 
crank on tiller, vertical flywheel.

and to Ole Evinrude can go credit for laying out the course 
for the present day horsepower race. 

Close on the heels of the new Elto came the Johnson 
Motors’ first engine, the Johnson Light Twin of 1922, a 
two-cylinder 35-pounder developing’ its power at 17.5 
pounds per horse by means of a generous use of aluminum. 
Speed for the first time was stressed, and Johnson that year 
in its advertising claimed a new “world’s record’ at 14 m.p.h. 

The early outboard motor was considered (and was), 
unreliable, noisy, smelly and cantankerous. To prove that 
the detachable power plants could actually be depended 
upon to run unfalteringly and at high speeds, the motor 
manufacturers themselves fostered outboard racing, paid 
top drivers, and put up cash for prizes. In the five years 
following the introduction of the Elto and Johnson, out- 
board speeds were boosted to 23.32 m.p.h. Other manu- 
facturers joined in the race, and vying for honors with the 
two original higher speed motor manufacturers were Evin- 
rude, Caille and Lockwood. Caille ceased production in 
1935; Lockwood was bought by Outboard Motor Corpora- 
tion (now Outboard Marine, manufacturers of Johnson, 
Evinrude, Gale Products), and the brand name was dis- 
continued in 1931. 

Ole Evinrude got the jump on his competition again 
when he brought out the first four-cylinder outboard motor, 
called the Elto Quad. Eldon Travis became speed king of 
the outboarding waterways when he was clocked at 41.748 
m.p.h. helming one of the high-winding, sweet-sounding 
Quads. 

The horsepower race had begun in earnest. 

Johnson introduced its own four-cylinder called the Sea 
Horse 32. Then Cross Gear and Machinery Company of 
Detroit brought out a five-cylinder radial motor with ball- 
bearing-fitted connecting rods and crankshaft, claiming 
three times the horsepower of any competitive motor with 
“little more weight.” The Cross proved to be a dog and 
a heavy, unwieldy one at that, with a bark far louder than 
its bite. After a brief two year stab at the market, the giant 
five cylinder job dropped into oblivion.

Four of the major manufacturers—Elto, Evinrude, John- 
son and Lockwood—were by then all owned by Outboard 
Motor Corporation. The divisions were independent, how- 
ever, with keen sales rivalry, and separate engineering and 
design departments tried to push the idea of applying the 
large outboard motors to cruiser use. The plan was a flop 
because the motors were rope started and plenty hard to pull 
over, with no neutral gear shift or remote controls. 

The Elto Quad, however, was the forerunner to the de- 
velopment of a Giant four-cylinder of 60 cubic inch piston 
displacement, labelled the 4-60. This motor was largely a 
tool of the racing driver and wasn’t designed for a more 
general outboarding market. Yet, as evidence of how 
good the brute was, in October of 1955, a hydroplane 
equipped with one of these old 1930 reliables was driven 
through an electronically-timed mile at an average speed 
of 78.37 miles per hour. 

There were a number of reasons why the relatively high 
horsepowered motors—some as high as 50 in the case of 
the Evinrude Storm Boat motor used by Army assault craft, 
and the 1946 and 1949 model Big Fours—failed to catch 
on. Few boats in those years were designed to take the 
heavy weight, 178 pounds in the case of the Evinrude Big 
Four. The motors were hard to start, and once they started, 
they usually got underway with a frightening rush since 
they had no neutral. Yet as a design they were good, and 
they developed their punch at 3.6 pounds per horsepower, 
a tremendous advance over the 22 pounds per horse of the 
Waterman-Porto. 





Electric starting was first introduced by Evinrude in - 


1935, and was continued as an optional extra on a number 
of models until 1939 but without any tremendous rush of 
acceptance. As early as 1936 Evinrude had also pioneered 
the gear shift. This, too, apparently was too radical an 
advancement for its time and was dropped until after the 
war. 

Now the manufacturers were to be guided in their spread 
of horsepower by the desire of the bulk of the motor owners. 
In 1941, for example, the average horsepower of all out- 
board motors sold was 3.6 and the predominant use was 
on skiffs and rowboats. From 1946 to the present, the 
average horsepower figure has been steadily on the in- 
crease: 4.2 in 1946, up to 6.9 in 1950 and 12.9 in 1955.

Keep in mind that this was an average figure, taking in the 
complete horsepower range from 1.7 to 40 h.p. Also, until 
about 1950, the outboard motor was still predominantly 
used for fishing only. 

Several post-war advances paved the way for larger 
horsepower motors. Most important of these was the trail- 
er designed specifically for outboarding use. With such 
trailer advances as self-launching and retrieving features 
built around rollers, tilting booms and cable winches, the 
outboarder was suddenly freed from the struggle of lugging 
a heavy motor and hoisting it off and on his boat. More 
important, the new-type trailers made launching simpler so 
that larger and heavier boats were no longer just the toys 
of the wealthy who could afford elaborate mechanical de- 
vices to haul their equipment in and out of the water, or 
who had permanent moorings or waterfront homes with 
piers and boat houses. 

The interest in outboard cruising and weekend boat- 
camping jaunts added to the increase in sales of larger 
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Boats are now being stressed and braced to take the more powerful 


motors. Transoms are stronger and beamier for ski towing.

motors. Last year Evinrude’s largest 1956 model, a 30 
horsepower job, represented 37% of that company’s overail 
sales in a line which included five other smaller horsepower 
motors ranging from 15 down to 3 h.p. 

The experience of many of the other manufacturers has 
been the same. Whether the recent trend toward larger 
motors has led to larger boats, or whether larger boats 
created a demand for larger horsepower motors is the old 
chicken and the egg query. Probably the former is true, 
for the boat manufacturers make a practice of designing 
and building their new model boats only after the motor 
manufacturers have made public announcements on their 
line of motors. 

Until a few years ago, a boat of 14 feet in length, the 
most popular size, was considered unsafe when powered 
by motors of over 22 horse. For 1957, Yellow Jacket, a 
manufacturer of molded-birch sports runabouts, recom- 
mends its twelve-footer for horsepower up to 50 and its 14 
footers are given a maximum horsepower rating of 100! 
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New designs to match new power are 
featured for 57. This Switzer

Crazy? No. The newer boats are broader beamed, and 
more strongly constructed with wider, flaring bows styled 
for generous motor output. 

The new trend in motors for 1957 is already apparent 
and it continues last year’s swing to greater punch. In 1955 
there were only three outboard models marketed in the 
over 25 horsepower category. These were the four-cylinder- 
in-line 40 horsepower Mercury, the alternate-firing twin 
30 horsepower Scott-Atwater and the Riley, a five-cylinder 
radial-designed 75 horsepower motor which unfortunately 
never did get into quantity production and appears to have 
died on the vine. 

Last year with a buying trend toward larger, ‘heavier, 
broad beamed offshore skiffs, sporty lushly-appointed run- 
abouts, weekend camp boats, cruisers, and even houseboats, 
the manufacturers followed the Detroit trend. Instead of 
a choice of three motors in the over 25 horsepower bracket, 
five manufacturers moved into the jumbo field with a selec-

HEN Ford’s first car rocketed from his make-shift 

production line at the turn of the century, he thought 
of it as the beginning of a new kind of low-cost transpor- 
tation. That was roughly fifty years ago and the experts 
laughed. The laugh has been turned around and today 
Americans owe their luxuries—from automobiles to zylo- 
phones—to mass production techniques developed by the 
auto industry. 

Not so with boat builders: they owe to no one but finicky 
craftsmen. Many builders ignore the existence of produc- 
tion techniques. Boat building, they chorus, has always 
been a local handicraft. It has: high cost, hand made, cus- 
tom designed boats are standard for the field. With the 
exception of the plastic, plywood, and metal invasion in 
smaller craft, dingies, skiffs, and runabouts, a boat is still 
a costly item. 

On the quiet shores of Sausilito, a San Francisco water- 
front suburb, is a boat builder who feels such thinking is 





as outdated as the stern wheeler. His name is Frederick | 
: Coleman. He is building a new kind of auxiliary sailing | 
boat. 


The craft is called the Bounty II. She is the world’s first 
mass-produced, full-sized all plastic boat. In line and lay- 
out the Bounty I] is traditional: 41 feet overall length, 28 
foot waterline length, 10 feet, 3 inch beam, and a 5 feet, 
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10 inch draft. Even though it is full sized, it is one of the 
simplest single-handers on the west coast. 

On the surface the boat seems ordinary. Underneath, 
it is as new as the plastics it is made from. Hull, deck, 
cabin and mast are made from light weight reinforced 
plastics. The inherent advantage of such material, coupled 
with new construction methods, have allowed Coleman to 
sell these boats for less than $15,000—virtually half the 
cost of comparable traditional craft. 

Fred Coleman is a man who continually breaks with 
tradition. At 48, he is a short, quick man with a reserve 
of strength as limitless as the materials he uses. He’s been 
a production engineer, a cost analysis expert, a naval officer 
and a boat builder. His square, smiling face has the look 
of a man who loves ships and the sea. He knows ships by 
draft, and length, and weight and can pull factual data 
from his filing cabinet mind. Tops on his present list of 
hoating topics is the Bounty 11. 

“She’s a new kind of ship,” he proudly explained recently 
to a reporter, “with a new kind of weight distribution and 
light weight hull. It adds up to a fast, quick handling sail- 
ing boat. We hope she’s just the beginning for us. As we 
increase our production line capacity to the point where

the production of smaller versions with even greater price 
reductions.” 

This price reduction is probably the biggest key to the 
Bounty II’s success. Even before the first boat was finished 
for the January New York City Boat Show, orders were 
being received by the Coleman company. The Bounty II 
has nearly everything enthusiasts have come to expect in 
a craft of this size. Now that the boat is one of the hits of 
the boat shows it seems probable that the Bounty II is 
destined to become a popular sight in coastal waters. 

One thing is certain: she has a roominess never before 
associated with a craft this size. Naval architect Philip 
Rhodes described it this way, “The Bounty has a spacious, 
roomy quality of a boat of at least 30 feet water-line 
length.” 

Once below decks the truth of this statement becomes 
apparent. Forward, there is a tasteful two-berth stateroom 
with plenty of locker space under each berth. There is 
additional shelf space above both berths and hanging space 
behind them. 

Aft of the forward stateroom, on the port side, is the 
head. It. too, is generous in size, with full headroom for 
a 6-footer. There are linea lockers, a fuil sink, and ample 
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laundry hamper space. Across the companionway are two 
full-sized vertical lockers for shore clothing. 

The main cabin is comfortable and roomy. Two tran- 
som berths rim the outer bulkheads. On the port side is 
an extension transom berth to increase sleeping quarters 
for occasional guests. 

In the after cabin section, the galley again reflects this 
well-planned spaciousness. A generous sized stove, fitted 
on self-levelling gimbals, is on the port side. Above it are 
good sized lockers and dish racks. On the starboard side 
is the chart table with the ice box underneath. Behind the 
galley, below the cockpit, is a storage well for sails, rigging 
and luggage. It is reached through a sliding door behind 
the galley. 

The cockpit itself is safe and comfortable. The seats are 
depressed below the level of the deck. There is plenty 
of room for the helmsman to swing the tiller to hardover 
positions without inconveniencing crew members. 

If. this sounds like a traditional ship, the similarity is no 
coincidence. The similarity stems from the Bounty II's 
heritage of tradition, for her ancestors are wooden craft. 
The Bounty I] is a modernized and re-designed version of 
an earlier Coleman-built wooden sailer. This one, the 
Bounty I, began in 1939 when Philip L. Rhodes, who 
designed such ships as the Ayesha, Alondra, Kirawan and

Escapade, made test models of a hull design which Cole- 
man wanted to mass produce. From these test models came 
the Bounty I. 

The Coleman Boat Company built ways in Medford, 
Massachusetts to produce the Bounty on a production line 
basis. It was to sell for $3,875: some $2,000 less than 
competition. With the latest equipment and newly-devised 
production methods, complete Bountys were built and 
outfitted in 11 shifts, a production record still unbroken. 

Early in 1941 twenty boats had been completed and 
~were in the water. These were delivered to east coast cus- 
tomers who evidently felt they amply fulfilled Coleman’s 
advertising claim, “an outstanding auxiliary anyone would 
be proud to own,” for by mid-1941 the Bounty was creat- 
ing new racing records. That year Bounty boats won the 
Virginia Cup Race and cleaned up the Sth Division Handi- 
cap in Long Island. 

When the war began, Coleman entered the Navy and 
production of the Bounty came to an end. The situation 
remained static until the end of the war when the original 
Bounty boats came out of dry docked retirement. Owners 
found their value had jumped several hundred percent: 
originally sold for $4,000, they were now offered between 
$11,000 and $15,000 for used Bountys. This gave Cole- 
man new confidence: he wanted to again build the Bounty. 

Coleman’s dream was still the Bounty, but he was now 
interested in materials other than wood. Plastics, a baby 
industry which grew to maturity during the war, was a 
material he felt had advantages. It was still his dream to 
produce a boat for a price which could make class boating 
popular with more people. 

“There are some 50,000 auxiliary sailboats in use,” he 
points out, “and there should be at least 150,000. Cost 
is the big factor.” 

Coleman spent several years researching plastic formulae 
and technique. Last year he organized the Coleman Boat 
and Plastic Company in California. By this time the new 
Bounty II was close to a reality. 

Because the Bounty I had phenomenal success, Phillip 
Rhodes designed the new Bounty I/ with similar lines. Col- 
laborating with Northwest architect, William Garden, 
Rhodes came up with a new hull design which could make

full use of reinforced plastics. The new hull has a long, 
straight run in the aftersection, a slightly firmer bilge sec- 
tion with a dead rise and bilge turn which closely resembles 
the modern light displacement boat. It is a powerful driv- 
ing hull with great initial stability. 

San Francisco architect John Lord King was called in 
for consultations and stayed to redesign the cabin interiors. 
A new series of color-keyed, decorator selected interiors 
are the result. 

New drawings were made for the Bounty I] and from 
these Coleman crews made a full scale wooden hull or 
‘plug.’ This was to be the accurate, perfected model from 
which the plastic molds could be made. Plastics expert 
Jim Lee, entered the picture at this point. From the plug 
he made the full-sized, two piece female fiberglas and 
polyester plastic molds. These are the molds from which 
Coleman currently plans to produce one finished ship every 
5 days with an increase to two a week in the future. 

The making of the Bounty I] is an amazing project when 
it’s done the Coleman way. The two parts of the female 
mold are placed at the start of the production line and the 
inside contour of the mold sections (which will produce 
the outside hull surface) is polished and greased with a 
releasing compound which makes it easier to separate from 
the hull after molding has been completed. 

A minute layer of colored resin, called a ‘gel coat’ is then 


- applied to the entire inner mold surface. This coating 


contains the finished color of the boat and thereafter the 
hull will require no painting above the water-line. The 
pure colored plastic makes the smooth-as-glass finished 
hull surface. A layer of fiberglas cloth is then stretched and 
fitted over the inside of the mold. Over this is applied 
seven to ten layers of woven fiberglas roving. Additional 
resin is used to impregnate the material and the combina- 
tion is allowed to harden or ‘cure.’ 

Although the hull is thus produced in half sections to 
this point, these sections are joined before the two halves 
‘cure.’ The female mold sections are carefully fitted to- 
gether, bolted in position, and the union of the finished 
hull halves is taped and impregnated with additional resin 
for a perfect bond. When the hull has hardened—in four 
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to six hours—the mold sections are removed and the hull 
moves along the production line. 


At this point the keel trough is ballasted with a huge 
pre-cast iron slug weighing between 7500 and 7600 pounds. 
The iron block is molded to fit in the keel trough and is 
permanently mounted with epoxy resin and fast drying 
grout. Aft and on top of the keel ballast, adjacent to the 
rudder mount, the hull is ballasted with a special high- 
early-strength, light weight concrete which is positioned 
and poured through a molded dam. The propeller shaft is 
positioned in the concrete to reduce vibrational stresses. 

The upper level of this ballast section forms the oil 
sump and motor mounts for the 25 hp Universal ‘Atomic 
Four’ engine which is used in the Bounty with a 2 to 1 
reduction. Forward of the engine, directly amidships, Cole- 
man has fitted a 140 gallon water tank. This unique mount- 
ing improves the handling by lowering the ship’s center of 
gravity. Even the 70 to 90 gallon fuel tanks, aft, are 
stored low. With the engine and water tanks mounted be- 
low decks the cabin roominess is improved. 

When the engine and water tanks have been positioned, 
cabin units are installed in ready-constructed forms which 
have been previously assembled on a side production line. 
The cabin deck is supported over the tank and engine by 
special bearing joists molded into the hull and the bulk- 
heads of each cabin area are designed to provide stiffness 
as well as room division. 

The forward stateroom, complete with berths and lock- 
ers is first fitted to the hull. Then the head and lockers are 
moved in and fitted. Next, the main cabin with its equip- 
ment is lowered into place and attached. Finally, the 
galley is mounted. Each of these units has been tastefully 
decorated by King, and are built in jig assemblies, complete 
with plumbing and wiring, before being fitted to the hull. 

Over the fitted cabin interior a crane drops the one- 
piece molded deck and cabin section. This unit contains 
the decking, cockpit, cabin bulkheads and overhead and 
railings. The deck and cabin section fits to the hull with 
a special flange. The upper perimeter of the hull is molded 
with an outward lip. An identical lip is molded in the 
outer edge of the lower edge of the deck section. These 
two sections are then carefully positioned, the contact area 
coated with epoxy resin, and the two lips fitted together. 
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Mold here has been completely smoothed, then polished and greased 
with a releasing compound which makes separation easier after fiberglas hardens. 







This union provides a strong bond which cannot leak or 
break. 

A boat of this construction, experts estimate, should 
have the full advantages of reinforced fiberglas construc- 
tion. “There are many advantages in fiberglas-plastic con- 
struction,” says plastics foreman Jim Lee. “It has five 
times the strength of steel, weight for weight, or one-fifth 
the weight of steel strength for strength. It is more flexible 
than steel or wood and can be accurately molded into any 
combination of compound curves with a precision not 
possible with any other material.” 

“Fiberglas has other advantages of direct importance 
to boat owners,” Coleman pointed out, “It will not corrode, 
rot or rust. It is fire resistant and free from deterioration 
from exposure or weather. Worms and dry rot-do not 
bother it. There is no sizing necessary when it is used for 
hull material. The boat can be used immediately upon 
launching. This eliminates seam and caulking maintenance. 
It also means there are no dirty bilges.” 

It is not necessary for an expert to judge the Bounty II’s 
seaworthiness. Her firmer bilges and powerful driving hull 
makes her a performer. The lower center of gravity, the 
general design and engineering, gives her great stability. 
Water bounce and roll have been minimized. 

The plastics fabrication has made the hull extremely 
resistant to impact damage. The hull can take beating 
which would make kindling of a traditional hull. It is 
possible to fracture plastics, but they will not dent, and the 
impact force necessary for such damage is greater. Pos- 
sessing a higher elasticity than either wood or steel, rein- 
forced plastics have more ‘give’ than other materials. 

Once the material is forced past this point it will shatter 
like glass. Even so, it has been proven in the automotive 
trade, that plastics repairs are often simpler than wood or 
metal. 

Small repairs are generally made by grinding away the 
material at the damaged area, cutting out the fracture, and 
replacing the damaged material with the necessary layers 
of new fiberglas and resin. 

Larger areas are best repaired by experts who can re- 
mold the damaged section; fit the newly molded section 
to the hull properly. Such repairs or customized-hull 
changes have the same strength as the stock hull when 
properly bonded. 
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The only painting claimed necessary on the Bounty II 
is the bottom. All other parts are colored by the factory 
and require no maintenance. However the bottom, be- 
cause of marine life, will require the usual painting with 
anti-fouling solutions. 

One interesting aspect of the Bounty I] design is its rud- 
der construction. The rudder walls are molded of two 
sections of reinforced fiberglas plastics with a hollow cen- 
ter. The center is filled with a chemical foam which hard- 
ens to form a strong sandwich construction similar to por- 
tions of aircraft wings. Such construction can take tre- 
mendous beatings. 

The rubber tube is made of bronze. The stock passes 
up, from the rudder blade, to the deck where it is capped 
with the tiller mount. This makes rudder removal an easy 
job. The cap screw is removed, the tiller placed in hard- 
over position, the shaft pulled from the tiller coupling and 
the rudder is dropped free. 

Construction and design of the boat seem sound and 
San Francisco experts are high in their praise of Coleman’s 
efforts. Even so, there have been several local pundits who 
continue to ask Coleman, “Why a 41 footer?” 

“Because I wanted to make a boat at a price people can 
afford,” he replies, “since this is a commercial venture and 
I do want to sell the Bounty IJ. It has been my thought 
that there is a point at which the cost of wood construction 
passes beyond that of plastic hull construction. This spot 
seems to be somewhere near the 28 foot mark. Below 
this length, wood construction is cheaper than plastic. 
Above it plastic seems to become progressively less expen- 
sive while wood costs skyrocket. 

“When wooden boats begin to require many steam-bent 
or sawn frames, longitudinal or other stiffeners plus intri- 
cate planking, then the monocoque shape and self gen- 
erated elasticity of reinforced plastics reduce labor costs 
to the point that a builder can produce a bigger boat for 
less money.” 

One of the reasons the Bounty II is so inexpensive, for 
its size, is the simplicity. This is early realized when in- 
specting the Bounty IJ. Carbin and hull interiors are un- 
cluttered with beams and overhead supports. There are few 
of the traditional beams and stiffeners. These are not neces- 
sary, for in a heavy sea the boat is as sturdy as a battleship. 

A portion of this strength comes from the graceful com- 
pound hull curvatures. Whenever plastics can be molded 
in curved forms the structural strength of the material is 
greatly improved. Additional stiffness has been achieved 
through the inventive girder-type hull and cabin-deck 
union, the solid ballast sections in keel and rudder areas 
and from styrofoam beam stiffeners molded into the hull. 
The bulkheads and decking provide the last full measure of 
stiffening. 

These features add up to a strong boat with a tremen- 
dous reduction in total weight. Yet nowhere is this reduc- 
tion in weight more obvious than in the 56 foot mast. It 
is a molded hollow tube of traditional design. Coleman 
has used high-strength uni-directional fiberglas for part of 
the construction to achieve surprising vertical rigidity. This 
kind of construction is identical to the specialized strengths 
given fishing poles. The mast weighs but 185 pounds, half 
the weight of a comparable wooden replacement. Strong 
enough to meet emergencies, it can be easily fitted and 
removed by two people. It is fitted through a water-tight 
opening in the cabin to a molded ballast base below the 
cabin deck. 

On the West Coast, experts see the Bounty as the pro- 
genitor of a new racing and cruising class. Engineers see 
her as the forerunner of new boat construction methods. 
Like the automobile, fifty years ago, the Bounty II could 
be the link between low-cost mass production and custom 
quality. However, one thing is fully certain: it is the 
talisman of economical sailing fun today.

Once only for seaside sport, yacht racing is 


now a national coast-to-coast competition

IME was when just about every important sailing prize 

wound up in the hands of an Easterner, a skipper from 
the Chesapeake, Long Island Sound or Massachusetts Bay, 
the water where yacht racing was born in America and 
grew to maturity. Not so today. 

The growth of sailing and consequent development of 
skillful skippers all across these United States is nowhere 
better illustrated in recounting who won the silverware in 
a big yachting year now ended. 

Take the three North American individual events for 
junior, women’s and men’s championships. These major 
awards went to crews from Seattle, Wash., Fort Worth, 
Tex., and Marblehead, Mass., about as widespread a repre- 
sentation as anyone’s imagination could invent. 

The U. S. Olympic yachting team, who competed in 
Australia, did not quite have as diverse a geographical 
background although its skippers, survivors of difficult 
eliminations, hail from such assorted ports as Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, Essex, Conn., Chicago, and Marblehead. 

This is a most encouraging sign for sailing which is 
growing certainly, but not quite as rapidly as the power 
aspects of recreational boating. 

It was evident in 1956 that a capable sailor could come 
out of a small puddle, far from salt water, as well as a

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The Raven class has shown growing popularity. 

This year Bob Polhemus of Darien, Conn., 

won top position as national champion. famous, established coastal port. This is true because so 
many racing skippers now travel widely, picking up the 
experience and know-how that was formerly confined to 
the East Coast. Interest and the exchange of information, 
a matter of basic communications, have increased greatly 
and, for example, the North American Yacht Racing 
Union estimates some 1000 elimination races are sailed 
annually on a local and regional basis in competition for its 
three championships. 

Here is an introduction to these champions. The 1956 
men’s winner of the Mallory Trophy (an 18th century 
silver soup tureen that would hold several gallons of clam 
chowder) was Frederick E. (Ted) Hood. This veteran sail- 
maker from Marblehead had to go clear to Seattle to win 
his championship after taking the Massachusetts Bay and 
northern New England regional elimination series. 

In a lifetime of yacht racing, Hood has had his hand 
on the tiller of everything from a dinghy to a Bermuda racer 
and earlier in the summer was a member of the three-man 
syndicate which won but then lost the Olympic trials for 
5.5 meter yachts, a story we will come to later. 

At Seattle, Hood in an eight race series placed 2-1-7-6- 
2-2-1-2, a great pattern of the consistency that all good 
sailors seek in such short, sudden-death series. Hood’s 
competition was the best the U.S. can provide and he won 
by four points or boat placings over Gilbert Gray of New 
Orleans. 

The big surprise came in the women’s finals for the Mrs. 
Charles Francis Adams Trophy. Mrs. Glenn Hill Latti- 
more and her crew from the Fort Worth Boat Club were 
the first winners in 28 women’s championships over 31 
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Cotton Blossom IV, at right, 
a 30-year-old 12-meter which 
owner Walter Wheeler had 
converted to yawil rig, took the 
231-mile Vineyard Race from 
Blossom’s home port, Stam- 
ford, Conn., against 56 starters.

years who did not come from a northeast coastal yacht 
club. 

This series was sailed at Cohasset, Mass., in 210’s, 30- 
foot keel boats. Yet Mrs. Lattimore’s previous experience 
had been confined to tiny Beetle catboats back home on 
man-made Eagle Mountain Lake, the placid reservoir for 
the city of Fort Worth. 

Mrs. Lattimore took the point lead among seven finalists 
in the first race and never surrendered it, winning the 
championship quite easily. This is one of the yachting 
year’s most remarkable achievements. 

The junior championships for the venerable Sears Cup 
were held at Montreal and a crew from Seattle was the 
winner, the first ever from the West Coast. é 

Young Alan Holt of the Corinthian YC, Seattle, defeated 
seven rivals from such assorted states as New York, Rhode 
Island, Ohio, Florida, Illinois, New Jersey and the Cana- 
dian province of Ontario. The series was so close that the 
judges had to count down to the second-place accomplish- 
ments to break a point tie between Holt and John Jennings 
of St. Petersburg, Fla. 

In addition to these major events, there are annually 
scores of one-design class championships where equipment 
—boat and sails—plays as much a part as skipper and 
crew. In at least two regattas, the Star class North Ameri- 
can championship and the Lightning class Internationals, 
the competition is just as tough and far reaching as in the 
three NAYRU events. The latter competitions stress crews 
and not boats, which are borrowed for the finals and often 
are foreign in character to all the competitors. Here sailing 
skill alone pays off. 
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The Star class North Americans, sailed at Vermilion, 
Ohio, had 49 local fleet leaders in the entry list and Howard 
Lippincott, from a famous sailing family, was the winner 
by the close margin of four points over E. W. (Skip) 
Etchells of Old Greenwich, Conn. Howard and his brother 
Bob, from Elk River, N. J., are among America’s foremost 
builders of Comets, Stars and Lightnings. At one time four 
brothers and one sister were all actively winning trophies 
in small-boat competitions. 

Lippincott calls his boat “Circus,” and when asked why, 
he replied, “Because it’s sailed by a couple of clowns.” 
There was no. clowning in evidence at Vermilion as Lippin- 
cott ran off three firsts in five races, one of the best per- 
formances in Star annals. 

With the exception of the Olympics, the Star class boasts 
the only truly world-wide competition in small boat sail- 
ing and the annual world’s championship at Naples, Italy, 

was a typical show for this class. There were 59 starters, 

an all-time record, who came from 11 different nations 
and an Italian naval officer, Captain Agostino Straulino, 
became the first three-time winner in the 45-year history of 
the class. Straulino, who had taken the “worlds” in 1952 
and 1953, had a close call, winning by two boat-placings or 
points from an American, Lowell North of San Diego, 
Calif. 

The Lightning class in a brief 15 years has soared into a 
major position in American yachting with over 6000 of 
these 19-footers now found on oceans, bays, rivers and the 
most modest lakes. Its class championship among the best 
skippers of local flotillas brings together as highly qualified

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HOUGH landlubbers may think of January only as the 

month those Christmas bills arrive, sailors coast-to-coast 
know that now begins the season when the big temptation 
comes to break up budgets and buy a better boat—Show 
Time. 

First scheduled for "57 is New York’s National Motor- 
boat Show, oldest of all the expositions devoted to parting 
actual and would-be boatmen from their money. After 
three years of exile in a baseball outpost called the Bronx, 
where it set sales and attendance records despite an incon- 
venient location, the show has returned to Manhattan 
where it originated more than half a century ago. 

The forty-seventh run of this always fascinating, some- 
times extremely interesting presentation, is scheduled for 
New York’s new Coliseum, January 19-27, and tub-thump- 
ers for the event are on record to the effect that the show 
will be “bigger and better than ever.” 

That it will be greater in size than any of its predecessors 
there can be no doubt. It is simply a matter of having 
enough space in the new building to accommodate all of 
the exhibitors for whom there was no room in the tremen- 
dous expanse of the Kingsbridge Armory. It was to this 
vast drillshed that the show moved when it was evicted from 
its old home in Grand Central Palace to make way for a 
federal government agency. 
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Penniless pamphlet collectors and potential purchasers look much the same as they examine craft they someday hope to own. 


Whether it will be the best show in history from the point 
of view of the quality, durability and sensibility of the 
products it displays on four departmentalized floors much 
like a somewhat nautical version of Macy’s, remains to be 
seen. 

But for sheer quantity, both in number of exhibitors and 
exhibits—big boats, little boats, motorboats, sailboats, in- 
board engines, outboard engines, generator, pumps, life- 
jackets, anchors, cans of oil, buckets of paint, insurance 
policies, gadgets, gimmicks and doohickies by the thousand 
—there never has been anything to match it. 

The National Association of Engine and Boat Manufac- 
turers really has outdone itself this time in spreading the joy 
of sales opportunities among its members, associates and 
the few outsiders who are permitted to set up their pitches. 
The exhibition covers seven acres of floor space on four 
levels of the new Coliseum, and it is going to take consider- 
able footwork to get around the layout. You won’t have to 
climb stairs, though. The Coliseum has escalators. 

The show will embrace close to 400 individual exhibits 
divided pretty much in the following manner: 

First floor—outboard motors, boats and boat trailers. 
Second floor—inboard cruisers and runabouts, large sail- 
boats, gasoline and diesel inboard engines. 
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Third floor—smaller engines, outboard boats and motors; 
marine accessories. 

Fourth floor—more small boats, more marine equipment 
and supplies, more power plants and educational 
presentations. 

The impressive role that the outboard engine has played 
in the great growth of boating as a sport and recreation is 
revealed in these figures: ten different manufacturers of 
outboard motors and forty-nine builders of boats designed 
especially for use with these portable power plants were 


-among the exhibitors who had reserved space as long ago 


as September and October. 

Forty-six builders of inboard-powered cruisers and run- 
abouts, eighteen producers of sailing craft and eighteen 
manufacturers of gasoline and diesel oil burning engines 
were also early signers-up for floor footage on which to 
expose their wares. 

Add to these simething like eighty exhibits of boat hard- 
ware, fittings, boat hooks, anchors, mooring buoys and so 
on ad infinitum; a couple of dozen displays of paint, plas- 
tics and other hull coverings; twenty booths featuring depth 
sounders, ship-to-shore telephones, radio direction finders 
and other electronic aids to navigation and safety at sea;

T WAS a wild and colorful period. Exciting—that’s what 
ex-rumrunners recall about Prohibition, that and the 
fabulous easy money it brought them. 

“.. yes, sir, those were the times. Plenty of excite- 
ment! You know I wouldn't have quit, not even after 
I got caught, if it hadn’t been for getting paid off in 
counterfeit money after I hauled a load into Plymouth,

chased all night by a Coast Guard 72-footer. She 
overhauled us 10 miles nor’east of the Light. ’Twas 
the sixth of May, 1932. They shot the head clean off 
my port Liberty with a 50 caliber machine gun slug. 
I threw over the two drums of Navy smokescreen oil 
that we had and we got humping trying to jettison 
the stuff. A hundred cases we had that trip... . . Well, 
we was down to thirty when they poked up through 
the smoke and the jig was up. The Captain's name 
was Fitzgerald. . . . Nice guy, too. . . . But I didn’t 
stop then... .” 





This is how an old hand from eastern Massachusetts 
recalls the days of the East Coast’s “gray fleet’—those low, 
lavishly-powered rumrunning craft which landed hundreds 





of thousands of cases of illegal liquor on our shores during Aflame like a plum pudding, complete with 
the dry Prohibition years from 1919 to 1933. brandy is Linwood, after being set afire 
Smuggling the stuff ashore under cover of darkness and abandoned by her beleaguered crew. 
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while trying to appear innocent fishermen by day, the 
rumrunners challenged a fast boat and superior knowledge 
of local waters against a dogged, but undermanned Coast 
Guard. These, plus endless tricks and wiles, were what 
made it a game. But the most fun for many hard-up 
fishermen were those thick bundles of well-handled hun- 
dred-dollar bills which were theirs if the “drop” was 
successful. 

Nights were full of stealth and surprise, frequently cut 
by the piercing white glare of a Coast Guard searchlight 
and punctuated by the startled roar of big twin Fiats or 
Liberty engines opened up wide as a desperate rumrunner 
attempted to dodge back into the shadows and evade the 
probing finger of light and the bullets which frequently 
followed it. Stakes were high and no runner ever gave up 
without a hard chase. Those who had a hand in the Eve- 
ning Importing Business of that era prefer to remain 
anonymous even today, but they love to reminisce about 
the thrills that once were theirs. “If drinking the stuff 
was half as much fun as running it in was,” says a former 
rummie skipper, “then I can understand the drunkard’s 
problem.” 

The era of sailing vessels, which revived in a brief flurry 
during World War I, might have passed abruptly into 
history with the Armistice if the Dry Decade hadn’t come 
along to provide a brief, but flaming sunset for those grand 
old hookers—the two- and three-masted coastal schooners. 
Cargoes were few and thin; ice was done for, granite and 
paving stones were pinching out, and there wasn’t enough 
lumber and salt fish moving to keep everyone afloat. Then 
a ray of liquid sunshine shone through. 

The men who carried the first few loads of liquor got 
unheard of pay, and when this good news rippled along 
the waterfront a few hard-pressed skippers pricked up 
their ears. They careened their hulks on the tidal clay flats 
for a cheap and mud-calking job and dropped down the

bay to sniff around southern ports for a cargo. Loading a 
consignment of liquor at a Caribbean port, such as Nassau 
or Bimini, they pumped and ghosted up the coast for 
Savannah, New York or the Massachusetts capes. In the 
dark of night it was no great trick for such a vessel to bend 
inshore and fetch a remote cove that offered a bit of pri- 
vacy. A waiting fleet of speedy beach boats, or even dories, 
and a hastily-assembled gang of shadowy longshoremen 
performed a quick unloading job and scattered. 

Then as the free-wheeling, pioneer period of rumrun- 
ning drew to a close around 1921, it became too risky to 
chance a slow mother craft close inshore. Her cargo was 
worth too much. Big boats stuck out plainly against the 
skyline and there were many prying eyes. Now the runners 
took to jogging or anchoring their mother ships offshore. 
At first the shady ladies lay embarrassingly close to the 
mainland—barely three miles off. As enforcement tight- 
ened the distance grew to 12 miles and later, around 1922, 
15 to 20 miles. 

Aboard the floating warehouses the business day began 
shortly after sunset. Fast inshore boats, sent out by the 
operators ashore, began to arrive as soon as darkness fell. 
They steered their bouncing craft on the all-round white 
lights which the mother ships carried. These were mounted 
at the truck with the head of a barrel fastened directly 
underneath. These lights could be picked up at quite a 
distance, yet the area directly underneath stayed comforta- 
bly shady, concealing all activity. When patrol boats were 
watching too closely, the vessel’s skipper flew a Union 
Jack or some similar signal to warn the beach boys that 
it was unsafe to come alongside for a load. 

And soon the lush profits attracted an even rougher 
group than the runners themselves. These newcomers were 
hijackers, men who would pinch a load of liquor the second 
a rumrunner turned his back—or even take it at gun point 
if they figured he’d scare and and hold still. 

Even the nominally honest coastal residents—people 
who wouldn't think of mixing in the illicit smuggling racket 
even to the extent of loaning a barn or a boathouse for 
overnight storage—weren’t above keeping an eye peeled 
along the shore for a rumrunner making a hasty drop in 
shallow water to avoid capture. Once the tide went down 
and revealed the bulging, telltale burlap bags lying on 
bottom, the fun began. As if by magic, a fleet of small

pleasure craft assembled. Aboard were amateur salvage 
experts armed with boat hooks and improvised drags with 
which they snatched as much liquor as they could carry. 
When the rumrunner who owned the cache came around 
to see if it was safe and sound, he was treated to the sight 
of a long line of human ants toiling up the beach with his 
precious bags over their shoulders. 

Then, as more and more vessels of every size, shape and 
condition took up their station off the parched East Coast, 
Rum Row was born. Eventually it stretched from Maine 
to Florida, but the greatest concentration of boats kept 
shop between Montauk Point, Long Island and Cape May, 
New Jersey—right handy to the biggest market in the 
country. 

Offshore on Rum Row traffic was heavy and keeping 
shop in the darkness was a confusing business. Identifica- 
tion posed a problem to the rum merchant—as did counter- 
feit money. Occasionally the hijackers had to be fought off, 
and sometimes a clipper would try to fast-talk a load, flip 
over a roll of bogus bills and hope to get the stuff into 
his skiff before he was discovered. Captains got as good 
as bank tellers at spotting the “queer,” principally by its 
oily feel and the smudged details in the printing. 

The dollar bill ticket was an ingenious wrinkle for keep- 
ing things straight. The shore agent gave the skipper a list 
of serial numbers from a stack of one-dollar bills and then 
supplied each legitimate customer with an identifying bill. 
A variation was to tear the bills in half and give each beach 
man a half to match with one in the captain’s possession. 

So well organized did The Row get after a short time 
that it was to all intents and purposes a floating city. The 
shore agents sent out boats each morning with fresh milk 
and provisions and even the morning papers. The hijackers, 
or “go through boys” as they were known on The Row, got 
so brazen that the respectable rumrunners set up their 
own police force. Holidays such as Christmas and New 
Year’s were busy times, but the crews on these vessels did 
not neglect a suitable celebration befitting their city. The 
supplies for a rousing party were certainly close at hand, 
and for fun and games they had Very pistols, Thompson 
submachine guns, sawed-off shotguns and other similar 
party novelties. 

Marginal work boats—old steamers, coastal schooners, 
rusty tramps, all were quickly lured into the rum carrying

bonanza. Quiet-talking men travelled the coast, poking into 
every port, looking for anything with a tottom that could 
make it up from Nassau or Bimini or down from the 
French islands of St. Pierre et Miquelon and later Halifax, 
N. S. As soon as a deal was made the ship was fictitiously 
sold to a dummy owner of foreign citizenship. This per- 
mitted the vessel a foreign registry and made her immune 
from search or seizure on the high seas. 

Good skippers and vessels were scarce at first because a 
lot of men hung back from the booty business on prin- 
ciple—it was, after all, illegal, and many of the best sailors 
came from areas Downeast where Prohibition had been 
in effect for years and dry sentiment was strong. Later, after 
word of the wages had gotten around, quite a few enjoyed 
a change of heart. The public seemed tolerant, if not 
openly appreciative, and seafaring had always bred thin 
pocketbooks and sharp eyes. These Yankees could spot a 
dollar edgewise over the horizon. They swallowed their 
scruples—guts, feathers and all—and scrambled to get 
into the rum trade. Such men were in great demand, not 
only because they were good sailors, but because they 
were reliable and reasonably honest—towering virtues 
among those then in the liquor business. 

With better captains and crews came better boats. The 
rust buckets and creaky old coastal schooners were too 
slow and risky for the valuable cargoes involved. The Boys 
had money to burn, so they used part of it to buy up fast 
and able fishing schooners from the fleet at Gloucester, 
Mass. These proud sailing vessels, built at nearby Essex, 
had enormous carrying capacities and they could foot. 
The best of them did 15 knots or better before the wind. 
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They were designed and built to take the blue waters off 
the Grand Banks and they could handle anything summer 
or winter. 

Captain Bill McCoy, a former Tampa, Florida, boat 
builder, was one of the first to buy a Gloucesterman, the 
90-foot Henry L. Marshall, in August of 1920. McCoy, 
later to become the best-known rumrunner of them all, 
made his fame in another Glouceste’ fishing schooner 
which he acquired in 1921, the 114-foot Arethusa. When 
McCoy bought her the Arethusa was a tall-sparred knock- 
about. He spent $11,000 refitting her, painting her snow 
white as a gesture of defiance, and shipping a bowsprit so 
she could carry more headsails. She carried plenty of 
canvas—two jibs, a jumbo jib, jib topsail, mizzen, topsails 
and a very large mainsail. She could also carry plenty of 
liquor—6,000 cases normally and up to 15,000 if Bill got 
very ambitious. 

In order to take advantage of every last inch of cargo 
space the rumrunners did away with the wooden cases in 
which the liquor came packed. They substituted a little 
invention of their own called the “ham.” Hams were bun- 
dles of six, straw-wrapped bottles arranged in a pyramid 
shape, bound with burlap and sewn tightly with stout sail 
twine. They packed closely and were not easily damaged. 

In 1920 the best liquor you could buy at Nassau cost 
$5.00 a case. McCoy’s specialty was Murphy’s rye, an 
honest 100 proof American whiskey that had been aged 
7 to 10 years—an eternity by Prohibition standards. Later, 
when Captain Bill ran loads down from St. Pierre et 
Miquelon and Halifax, he paid considerably more. Dock- 
side at St. Pierre, Walker’s Black Label sold for $22.50 a 
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Grey, low, and tremendously 


fast, these “express fishermen”

case, Haig & Haig Pinch for $19.00, gin for $6.50 a case 
and Hennessey’s Cognac for $14.50. Champagne cost $22 
a case and rum was $2 a gallon. Red Hand brand Belgian 
alcohol, an important commodity to the bootleggers ashore, 
cost $6.00 a case. It was used to adulterate the good liquor 
and stretch it thin. A cargo of 5700 cases, for instance, 
might bring $342,000 out on Rum Row. Safely landed 
ashore it was worth just twice as much. The bootleggers 
cut it three to one with water and needled it with Belgian 
alcohol. Ultimately it sold to the consumer for about 2 
million dollars. 

Although getting the stuff into this country was the main 
problem, getting it out of a foreign port was not without 
red tape. McCoy solved this by loading at Nassau with 
clearance papers for Halifax, N. S. The Arethusa would 
then slip her anchor and go around to the other end of 
the island where there was a second Customs Office. Here 
McCoy obtained a second set of clearance papers reading 
“In Ballast For Savannah.” Which set he showed depended 
on how far inshore he was at the time. A later refinement 
was to obtain a whole set of manifests for 4,000, 3,000, 
2,000 and 1,000 cases respectively. This allowed him to 
sell his cargo in 1,000-case lots, yet always have proof 
that his cargo was intact. When the Arethusa returned to 
Nassau empty and without any clearance papers from Hali- 
fax, there were naturally some raised eyebrows and ques- 
tions. McCoy passed this obstacle off by blandly signing an 
affidavit that he had sold his cargo on the high seas—often 
quite true, but an unheard of shipping practice until then. 

When the United States first went dry there was still a

CAN cost less

HEN Brew Potter, a sailing enthusiast from early boy- 

hood, suddenly put $15,000 hard cash into a one-time 
crash boat built for the old Army Air Force, his friends— 
well, what would your friends say if you acquired an 85- 
foot behemoth of 60 net tons and decided to convert her 
into a yacht? 

Brew had owned a dozen previous boats, including a 
schooner and 12-meter, but this was his first adventure in 
power sailing. The kindest thing his friends said was to 
quote the oft-quoted advice of old J. P. Morgan when he 
was once asked how much it cost to run his yacht. 

“I don’t know,” the financier answered grandly, “and 
if I felt compelled to find out, I could not afford it.” 

Today, after five years of experience with his broad- 
beamed, black-hulled Antiope, Brew respectfully challenges 
a Morgan on the subject of money. 

“With this boat, I don’t think that’s true,” he says of 
“Morgan’s Law.” And, he adds stoutly, “I don’t think it has 
to be true of any large boat.” 

To document his case, Brew—really, John R. Potter, of 
Darien, Conn.—has kept some amazing records on the 
small cost of maintaining big boats. The biggest eye-opener 
is his fuel cost. He runs his two heavy-duty 6-71 Diesel 
engines on $1.80 worth of fuel an hour! This is cheaper 
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under power than his 12-meter was with a 60-hp gas engine. 

Thus, for the 1500-mile run South from Darien to 
Florida, his fuel bill amounts to about $220, and the 
round-trip cost is not particularly heavy—considering that 
Brew takes his wife, two teenage sons, two small daughters 
and a maid along with him. Think what that would cost 
by rail or air. 

Ah, you are saying, but what about the dockage costs 
for this sea-going monster which used to sleep 22 back in 
her service days? Well, for six cents per foot per day, or 
some $5.10 daily, Brew puts up at any of Florida’s fabulous 
marinas, and even in the middle of the season can get the 
economy-sized monthly rate of about $120. (Ashore, he 
would require at least three $30-a-day hotel rooms for 
his family.) 

And, he likes to point out emphatically, the Potters are 
not exactly roughing it at marinas. Available facilities in- 
clude not only water, electricity and garbage collection, but 
also: 

Swimming, tennis, shuffleboard, putting greens, baby- 
sitting and free deliveries from the local markets. 

“A life afloat is the only way I can afford a second house,” 
Brew says. “The hotel costs would be astronomical, or if I 
rented a summer cottage in Maine, that would be $2,000 
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All steering is now done from the 
flying bridge, where visibility is 
much better than from the deck- 
house below. A convertible top pro- 
tects the helmsman, and side cur- 
tains can screen out the weather. 
Mast was also designed and installed 
by the owner. Chrome, brass, and 
mahogany in profusion are, once 
again, missing here and, with them, 
the need for extensive upkeep. Deck- 
house helm and controls were com- 
pletely removed to provide more liv- 
ing room area. Her name, Antiope, 
was picked from Greek mythology 
after a sturdy but not especially at- 
tractive Amazon. Anything lost on 
this craft in sleek handsomeness, 
however, is made up in space to 
move around and live comfortably. 


for the season. And it would be a total write-off—this way, 
I still have my original asset after the vacation.” 

Brew’s major inescapable expense yearly is $700 to have 
the Antiope hauled out twice and her bottom painted. This 
has to be done professionally. Add to that the $440 fuel 
bill for the Florida round-trip and, say, $220 more for an- 
other 1500 miles of travel, plus $100 for other painting, all 
of which Brew does himself. (He can paint a topside in six 
hours since he uses only flat paint which requires no sanding 
and, unlike gloss, doesn’t have to wait for warm weather.) 

These figures total up to $1,460 yearly, or $4 per day. 
True, this doesn’t include insurance, but you would—or 
should—carry insurance, anyhow, and with Diesel engines, 
the rate drops incredibly. 

The Antiope was built in 1944 at a cost of $250,000 by 
Burger Boat Co. for air-sea rescue, its primary mission 
being to locate fliers down at sea. In her war days, she 
carried three guns and depth charges, but with peace, she 
was just sorry surplus—not adaptable for fishing purposes, 
unwanted by private boatmen who couldn’t afford her two 
1500-hp (and $50-an-hour) Packard engines. You could 
have picked her up back in those days for as little as $5,000. 

Brew didn’t buy at the bottom, and the price was $15,000 
when he acquired the Antiope from a private owner, but it 
was still an awful lot of boat for the money. “The bigger 
she is, the relatively smaller the price,” he explains. He has 
since been offered $25,000, and probably could get at least 
$30,000, proving he didn’t pick up a white elephant of 
the sea. 

What’s the Antiope got that other boats don’t have? Well, 
let’s start off with the fundamentals. Mahogany double- 
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planked on the outside, with diagonal cedar planking in- 
board, she’s one of the sturdiest types afloat. Add to that 
the safety features in her design. Very broad with a 20-foot 
beam, she sits well out of water. She draws five feet but 
has no keel, or practically none, which allows for give in 
heavy seas. In the worst weather—and Brew has gone 
through it—she never has taken solid water over the deck. 

These reassuring features were most dramatically tested 
that black Aug. 31 in 1954 when visibility dropped to zero 
and Hurricane Carol smacked the Antiope with better than 
express-train speed. Of the 136 boats in harbor at South 
Dartmouth, Mass., only about 15 remained at their moor- 
ings, and most of the big ones, driven onto the rocks, were 
total losses. 

Brew thought he could ride it out in the middle of the

yachtsman must offer to persuade the lady of the house that 
sea living is just as cosy as domesticity ashore. These are 
facilities for a hot bath, for keeping dry by heat, for stowing 
away household gear or, in simpler words, plenty of closet 
space. The Antiope has them all in spades. 

In addition to the bathrooms, there are such niceties as a 
refrigerator, unlimited fresh water both hot and cold (the 
Potters easily consume 1,000 gallons every two days), 
steam heat and a spacious galley complete to a dining 
counter. 

Not only does Brew have ship-to-shore phone and intra- 
ship phone, but also such comforts of the Edison age as 
toasters, mixers, a radio-phonograph and TV set, vacuum 
cleaners and an ironer. As he explains, a 110-volt electric 
system is no more expensive than a 6-volt, except that you

bay, but the peak winds of 125 mph presented some unusual 
hazards—such as flying houses. Brew saw his 14-foot skiff 
(burdened down with probably a ton and a half of water) 
take off from the deck, and then a couple of the airborne 
houses hit him. Holes were torn in the Antiope’s planking, 
and she started to sink. Brew neatly beached her in an open 
field. 

When the blow was over, the Antiope was high, if not 
dry, and it took two 60-ton cranes to get her back to sea 
again. When Brew saw the operation, his heart sank. 
With two slings, the cranes bodily lifted her 60 deadweight 
tons, and he expected she would break right in two. But 
because of her tremendous strength, the paint above the 
chine wasn’t even cracked. Since the ribbing had survived 
Carol unscathed, the repair job was a very simple one. 

Second, you just can’t beat the comfort and commodious- 
ness of a large boat on the same sound principle that a 
good big man is better than a good little man. 

Since the Antiope boasts a “hard chine”—that is, topside 
meets bottom at a right angle, rather than bellying in— 
there is a prodigious amount of living space. In addition, 
Brew removed upper berths and whole berth sections to 
make more room since he couldn’t envision any need to 
sleep 22 like the old Army Air Force. However, he still 
can sleep 13 in full-size beds! 

Besides that, there are four bathrooms. You have to use 
the land-lubber’s term for them. One is complete even to 
a tub! It took a bit of searching to find one whose dimen- 
sions could be squeezed aboard without major surgery on 
the Antiope, but Brew found it in Bridgeport—for $8. 

Fundamentally, there are three “wife baits” which every 
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have to buy more batteries. And, with high voltage, all 
electrical equipment draws less amperage and the batteries 
stand up longer. 

Brew has even solved an electrical problem which annoys 
practically all women—and many men, for that matter 
the constant pounding of the generator. Almost always, 
he ties up at night where he can plug into a shore current, 
at the same time charging up the batteries which were used 
during the day’s run. As a result, he rarely finds it necessary 
to use the generator. 

However, he frankly admits, there is one electrical chore 
which he hasn’t been able to avoid. With ten 12-volt bat- 
teries for house lights and two 12-volters for engine starting, 
a total of 72 battery cells must be filled with distilled water 
two to three times each summer. “Completely uninterest- 
ing,” Brew says. Father and two sons—Rusty, 16, and 14- 
year-old Hoppy, named after his grandfather, Dr. Ernest M. 
Hopkins who was president of Dartmouth College for 
almost 30 years—lackadaisically divide up this work. 

Deckside, the Antiope is just as roomy as below. The 
boys used to ride their bikes around it, and Brew even 
kept an 8x12-foot plastic swimming pool topside for the 
baby. This is one of the things he likes most about a big 
craft. “Boating is a venture ‘en famille,’ ” he says. “It can- 
not be duplicated nearly as well in most other forms of 
recreation. You really get to know your kids well.” 

As you probably know, it’s quite a sight when boatmen 
emerge into the Southern waters with a three-foot vase of 
flowers or some such precariously-balanced badge of honor 
on deck to show that they have taken the inland waterway. 
But when the Potters arrive, it’s a real stopper. Up come 
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parents, two teenage boys, two small girls, Amy, 5, and 
Jessie, 3; a nurse, bikes, baby carriage and other assorted 
trappings of shorelife domesticity. Vase of flowers indeed! 

Yes, you are probably saying to yourself, but isn’t there 
a major omission here? What about the crew? Well, it’s 
been Brew’s experience—and with his water experience, 
he’s a hard man to challenge—that a whopping big craft 
like the Antiope is easier to handle than a small boat! 
Result:—No crew, except the Potter family. 

In the first place, Brew points out, it’s simpler to move 
about on her. There is plenty of room, topside as well as 
below, to get around without tripping over people or lines. 
Since she is a twin-screw job, you can maneuver into dock, 
with one engine in forward speed and one in reverse, 
without hauling lines. If necessary, and wind and tide are 
right, Brew can even take her out by himself. 

The boys, having grown into teenage on the Antiope, 
are all the crew needed. They not only perform such deck- 
hand chores as greasing up and checking the oil, but they 
even lay out their own courses. In fact, Brew occasionally 
comes topside and remarks wistfully, “Please let me steer 
awhile. After all, it’s mine.” 

One place, however, he never interferes. The Antiope 
often puts in at Southwest Harbor in Maine where there 
still is an active base of sister craft. When she arrives, the 
government vessels salute by sounding general quarters— 
and Rusty, proud as an admiral on Navy Day, is at the 
wheel to take the welcome. 

In making the original repairs and alterations and main- 
taining her since, Brew has worked sporadically when the 
time allowed, sometimes putting in full working days, some- 
times skipping days at a time. In all, over the five years, 
he estimates, he has invested an average one hour daily 
on the Antiope (except for the three summer months). 

In the beginning, the job was man-sized. Not only did 
he rip out parts of the interior, but he had to fix up the

wiring. (A spike had been driven through the main cable.) 
Biggest and messiest job of all, he cleaned out two 60- 
gallon barrels of sludge, mostly old fuel oil, from the bilges. 
Even so, the ripe smell persisted for a year. 

Then he took out six fuel tanks with 3,000-gallon 
capacity, retaining just two 500-gallon tanks. These give 
him 72 to 75 hours of running time at 10 knots. Further, 
as an economy measure, he tries to fuel up at New York 
or Portland, Me., where the Diesel oil arrives direct from 
the Gulf ports. He gets it at about 13 cents a gallon, com- 
pared to the 23 cents he would have to pay most other 
places because of added transportation costs. He finds his 
Diesel fuel bill just half what gasoline would cost him. 

The first year, he obtained his hot water by a type of 
stove gas which cost $6 per tank. But then he also had to 
drain all the water from his pipes in the cold weather— 
which was a $300 expense. So, for $1,500, he had a Diesel 
oil-burner furnace installed. “The best money I ever spent 
on the boat,” he says enthusiastically. 

Not only does he save the tidy sum of $300 yearly, but 
he now uses the well-insulated Antiope the full 12 months 
of the year, rather than just five. “There are perfectly 
beautiful cruising days in mid-winter—and the docks are 
your own,” he points out. For the nine-months heating 
season, he keeps a 55-degree temperature aboard. 

Of course, when he goes off in winter, as he does about 
half a dozen times, or holds parties aboard (about every 
two weeks), he puts the heat up as you would in your own 
living room. We didn’t include heating costs in our calcula- 
tions of daily maintenance, but if you want to be a stickler 
for figures, add 16% cents to the $4. His total fuel cost 
for the winter heating season is only $60. 

Not all of us, of course, can lead the life of Brew. In 
the first place, he is a very knowledgeable waterman, 
having sailed all his life and owned a dozen different boats. 
Back in 1939, he was the navigator aboard the ill-fated 
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Corner of original pilot house, right, shows windows 
looking forward and plaque installed by the builders. 
Keeping all controls only on flying bridge above now 
provides living room below. Photo below shows wide, 
uncluttered decks where family youngsters once rode 
their bicycles, and mooring lines can be handled with 
little fear of slipping on a narrow walkway.

Sea Dragon, the 75-foot Chinese junk which that dashing 
adventurer, Richard Halliburton, planned to sail from Hong 
Kong clear across the Pacific to the San Francisco World's 
Fair. It was quite an honor for a young man. 

Off Formosa, Brew was hit and badly injured by the 
boom—the luckiest accident of his life, as it turned out. 
The Japanese, who then controlled Formosa, suspected the 
whole thing was an American spy ruse, and wouldn't allow 
him to be brought ashore. He was taken back to Hong 
Kong, the Sea Dragon headed toward the States without 
him, and in a typhoon about 1200 miles west of Midway 
Island, vanished with all hands. 

Frankly, Brew says, a rank amateur in the ways of the 
sea would be out of his mind to buy a very large boat. 
“In the first place, if you hit something, you do more 
damage,” he points out practically. Besides, an owner trying 
to keep down costs must handle all the small jobs himself, 
know some carpentry and wiring, be able to change oil 
filters. “‘A strict amateur just couldn’t do it,” he says. “But 
if you have the know-how, if you are willing to forget 
chromium, brass and mahogany, you shouldn't be discour- 
aged about the practicality of a big boat.” 

In saying that, he is not including large sailboats, those 
lovely, impractical things made almost obsolete by the high 
cost of upkeep. With two men touching up the varnish and 
keeping her shipshape, Brew’s 12-meter used to cost him 
more than $3,000 yearly. 

But like all men who have thrilled to races under large 
sail, he says goodbye reluctantly. The very name Antiope 
proves it. Browsing through a mythology book for an 
appropriate name for the 85-footer, he and his wife dis- 
covered Antiope, who was a sort of aide-de-camp to the 
Queen of the Amazons. She seemed to be a frustrated, 
homely gal and—compared to the slim grace of sail—that’s 
how the crash boat, with its broad beam and hard chine, 
struck Brew. 
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Size of the boat allows real kitchen space, compared with 
average cramped galley, and sink with hot and cold running 
water, four burner stove and refrigerator are all provided. 


After five years, from Maine to Florida to Carol, he has 
discovered her solid virtues, and he loves her as a boatman 
must love sound timber that handles well. Of course, like 
all pioneers, he’s suffered some misunderstanding. “Look 
at that rich so-and-so,” he sometimes hears in a new port. 

“Doesn't even know how to spell antelope,” others say. 

But Brew has the characteristic philosophy of a seafaring 
man. “You can have anything you want in life if you work 
hard enough,” he says. “With a boat, you get it first— 
and then work.”—HENRY LEE

Seattle — City for Boatmen 


Boating has become a happy epidemic in an area 
where both fresh and salt water are waiting at the doorstep

Seen from the air, Seattle stretches between 
the boating waters of Puget Sound in the fore- 
ground and Lake Washington in the rear, backed 
by the mountains rising along the horizon. 


NE hundred and five years ago the founding fathers of I i a ereene a 
Seattle arrived by boat, and the city has been boat- ——— gf 

happy ever since. There have been some changes made eS 
since the 73-foot schooner Exact anchored in Puget Sound, 
changes out of which has burgeoned the 19th largest and 
surely one of the most beautiful cities in the United States. 
But it was boats which developed Seattle from a village to 
a town, boats which helped her grow up into a city, and 
boats which are right now keeping a large percentage of 
her 500,000 inhabitants busy, happy, and in some cases, 
broke as well. 

Seattle is, in truth, a boatman’s paradise. People who 
love boats are moving to Seattle and people who move to 
Seattle sooner or later love boats; at the present rate there 
soon won't be a single resident who doesn’t fall into one of 
these two groups. Some Seattleites live on boats all year 
round; nothing odd at all about a man who hasn’t had a dry 
land address for fifteen years. Seattleites “drive” across 
Lake Washington to the University of Washington football 
games, so that the stadium has two “parking lots,” one for 
cars, the other for boats. Many a suburbanite commutes to 
his job downtown via the family cruiser instead of the 
family car. Even Seattle theatres, two of them, are on the 
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Not all Seattle boat-lovers have their own craft. 
Waters and scenery, like these near Bremerton, 
can be enjoyed by travelers on the ferries that 
connect the myriad waterways and towns that 
front them within pleasant cruising distance.

water. Yachts, inboard and outboard cruisers, sailboats, 
speedboats, small outboards, flatties—if you spread out the 
sheets of statistics about the boating boom in and around 
Seattle they would cover the flight deck of the Saratoga. 

One figure chosen at random is typical: On Jan. 1, 1938, 
there were 10,652 numbered boats (16-footers and larger) 
in the Seattle customs district; by June 30, 1946, that figure 
had leapt to 28,625, an increase in eight years of 168.8 
percent! 

In the decade since, the number of boats in all classes 
has increased by a larger percentage each year, the leaps 
and bounds in boat use and ownership for outstripping the 
annual growth in population. No one—not the Coast 
Guard, nor the Seattle Chamber of Commerce, nor any of 
the countless organizations of both commercial and pleas- 
ure boat owners—knows exactly how many Seattleites are 
afloat these days. There are 75,000 outboards in use in the 
Pacific Northwest, 45,000 pleasure boats on Puget Sound 
alone, and the number of small craft in Washington and 
Oregon is going up at the rate of 2,500 a year. Incomplete 
as these figures are, they leave no doubt that in and around 
Seattle, boat-enthusiasm is reaching epidemic proportions. 

Nature provided the basic ingredients which make this 
city in the far corner the boatingest town in the U. S. No 
other spot in the country has as much protected water. For 
New York City, there is Long Island Sound, but once you're 
out beyond the tip of the island, watch out. San Francisco

Bay offers only a fraction of the protected water found at 
Seattle’s front door; in fact, safe cruising areas are so 
limited that countless California yachts are permanently 
moored in Seattle. Spread over seven hills between the salt 
waters of Puget Sound and the fresh waters of Lake Wash- 
ington, the city offers the mariner, professional or amateur, 
not a little but a lot of everything. 

To the west, there are 25,000 miles of inland waterways; 
Seattle’s own waterfront is 192 miles long, the Puget Sound 
shoreline measures some 2,000 miles. Add to that the 
hundreds (some estimate 1,000) islands within this pro- 
tected area. Some large, with colorful towns whose his- 
tories date back to the arrival of Spanish explorers 181 
years ago. Some small, uninhabited, and inaccessible except 
by boat. Out of Seattle it is safe to travel all the way to 
Alaska in nothing but a dinghy—safe, but not restful, unless 
you like to row. 

To the east of Seattle fresh water boating is almost un- 
limited. First, Lake Union, in the heart of the city. Then 
Lake Washington, with its 65 miles of fresh water shore- 
line. Thanks to the $4,000,000 canal and locks built by the 
government some 40 years ago, salt and fresh water are 
connected and boats moored on Lake Washington can skip 
out to the Sound for a cruise, while boats tied up in one 
of the many salt water ports can (if they aren’t more than 
80 feet wide and 760 feet long!) sail over to the lake. At 
the south end of Lake Washington lies Mercer Island; 
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Scene of boating activity every day of 
the year are the U.S. Govt. locks that 
connect Puget Sound and Lake Union. 








Army engineers estimate that the canal, Lake Union, Lake 
Washington, and the Mercer Island area add up to 100 
miles of freshwater shoreline. 

But that’s only the beginning. For nine months a year, 
small craft can adventure still farther east by running 
down the Sammamish slough into ten-mile-long Lake Sam- 
mamish; if flood control authorities carry out plans to 
dredge the slough, this beautiful lake in the shadow of the 
Cascades will soon be accessible from Seattle all year long. 

With the help of a boat trailer, you can go still farther. 
Continue east to the Columbia, and go 600 miles upstream 
into Canada. Travel over the divide to Butte, Montana, 
leave the trailer on the bank of the Missouri and cruise all 
the way to New Orleans. Not that there is any need to go 
that far. King County, in which Seattle is located, contains 
205 lakes and streams on which some kind of boat can be 
used. 





To all these protected waterways, islands, and harbors 
Nature added the gift of year-round boating weather. Seat- 
tle is on the same latitude as Quebec, but because of the 
Japanese current the climate is mild. A typical year, 
weatherwise, is one in which the thermometer seldom drops 
below freezing and on the hottest day of the year climbs to 
82 to 85; annual snowfall of 16 inches is considered a lot. 
Anyone who owns a boat can read between these statistics 
and see: 1. The Boating season never ends in Seattle, and 
2. In Seattle boat owners aren’t hit in the pocketbook quite 
as hard or as often. Since there is no ice pack, you don’t 
have to pull your boat every year. Because there are no ex- 
tremes in temperature, caulking, scraping, and painting 
are at a minimum. Also, running a boat year round is 
better for it than letting it stand idle; motors stay in repair, 
there is more circulation of air inside the boat and hence 
less chance for dry rot. 

Even the tides are on the side of Seattle mariners. They 
have a mean range of seven and a half feet and, according 
to the Coast Guard, tidal currents in the harbor ordinarily 
have little velocity. Thanks again to the government canal, 
no need to pull your boat in order to scrape off the bar- 
nacles; just sail through the locks to Lake Washington, relax 
on the top deck, eventually the barnacles will drop off. 

It’s no wonder that in one eight-year period Seattle 
jumped from fifth to second place in the list of cities with 
the highest numbered boat populations; although New York 
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Neah Bay is a picturesque haven for fishing and cruising craft, 
and names like False Bay, Mosquito Pass, Useless Bay, Yukon 
Harbor, and Sammamish Slough all mean pleasing cruising areas.

City still has the edge in this 16-foot and over class, Seattle 
would undoubtedly win, keels down, if all the smaller 
boats could be counted. Besides, New York is a pretty big 
town; there is no question but that there are more boats 
per capita in Seattle than in New York or in any other 
city in the United States. 

Seattleites are so boat-happy that if they don’t own boats 
themselves, they turn out by the thousands to look at some- 
one else’s. The year 1955 scored an all-time high for the 
number of boats passing through the government locks 
connecting Puget Sound with the lakes; in fact, 5,000 more 
boats made that passage that year than had gone through 
the year before. In the same year, 735,330 spectators vis- 
ited the locks. That’s about six people looking on for every 
craft that went through, and of course thai figure does not 
include the thousands who park or picnic along the canal’s 
grassy banks or stare at the parade of boats from the four 
bridges they pass under. On “Opening Day” on Lake 
Washington in 1956, some eighteen yacht clubs got together 
for a spectacular parade of boats; while 1174 craft of all 
types passed in review, another seven or eight hundred 
boats were on the sidelines looking on! 

Of course the biggest event for spectators is the unlimited 
hydroplane race on Lake Washington. It began in 1951, 
when Slo-Mo-1V took both the Harmsworth trophy and 
the Gold Cup at Detroit and her owner, Stan Sayres, elected 
to hold the race in Seattle. In the five years Seattle man- 
aged to keep the race at home, the event never attracted 
less than 300,000 spectators and one year that number 
soared to 450,000. Seattleites have some very solid reasons 
for believing Lake Washington is the best unlimited hydro- 
plane area in the world. In the south end of the lake, where 
the race is held, all other boat traffic can be eliminated; 
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the area is large enough for any size course from the mini- 
mum two and a half mile run to the five nautical mile 
course required by international rules. The banks of Lake 
Washington provide a natural marine stadium for hundreds 
of thousands; without blocking the view for people on 
shore, thousands more can see the race from boats moored 
to a log boom in the center of the course. As many as 
1,068 boats of all sizes have been hitched to this boom; an 
average of twenty people to a boat adds up to a lot of 
spectators. And it’s only five minutes from downtown. 

Seattle is deeply proud of the University of Washington 
crews, Olympic champs in 1936 and twice winners of the 
intercollegiate regatta at Poughkeepsie. But when it comes 
to her hydroplanes, this pride is almost fanatic. No Texan, 
talking about his cattle or his oil wells, could match a 
Seattleite describing the Slo-Mos. Only the Seattleite isn’t 
joking. He may never have owned a boat in his life. His 
entire seagoing experience may have been limited to a 
couple of ferry boat rides across Puget Sound. But the 
Seattle hydros are his, and there is no boat about which 
he will become more emotional than “The Old Lady,” 
Slo-Mo-IV. She brought the Gold Cup to Seattle. She set 
the 160-miles-per-hour record in 1952 which has never 
been broken. When she was demolished during the 1956 
Gold Cup race at Detroit, every Seattleite felt as if there 
had been a death in the family. 

The wreckage was returned to Seattle, and _ station 
KING-TV set it up in the station parking lot in case anyone 
wanted to see it. For 24 hours a day, four days and four 
nights, men, women and children lined up two deep to walk 
by and solemnly view the remains. During “peak hours” 
the queues ran from the parking lot down the alley, and

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NOT-TYING is a popular pastime among sailors, but 

even the boatman who likes to pitch a tent beside the 
lake or river, or flip a fishing lure over the quiet waters, 
must know his knots. Pictured here are several common 
knots most boatmen will want to remember. 

One of the most common knots is the reef or square knot, 
but it will not be a satisfactory substitution for all knotty 
problems. There may come a time when the boating camper 
will want to recall how to tie a leader to his fishing line. 
Or maybe he will moor his boat on shore and wonder if it 
will hold for the hour or two that he will be exploring. 

The best way to learn these knots so that they are not 
forgotten is to take a short length of rope and practice them 
out in leisure. The photographs illustrate each knot clearly. 


The Sheet or Becket Bend is useful for 
tying a small rope to a loop (bight) 
of a larger one. For extra security, 
two turns may be taken around the 
bight for additional holding power. 
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A Round Turn and Two Half Hitches can be used 


for tying to a post, rail, or anchor. After 
a turn around the fixed object, two Half 
Hitches are taken on the strained “standing” 
part; easier than clove hitch with taut line. 





The Sheepshank, above, is used to shorten 
a line without cutting it or when both 
ends are tied. Fisherman’s Knot, below, 
Slides together to join leaders or lines.

Paddle is one of parts cut from sheet of 34” ply- 
wood. After sawing out roughly, round off any 
sharp edges and sand smooth for easy handling. 


CUTE midget sailer is the Pipsqueak—easy to trans- 

port and simple to build. Though designed for junior 
skippers, it might also be employed as a duck blind boat 
for the hunter. A five-footer made from 2 pieces of 4’ x 8’ 
plywood, it should take even the beginning builder no more 
than a long weekend to build. 

Pipsqueak was designed by John Burroughs for the Doug- 
las Fir Plywood Association as a boat which youngsters 
could sail and handle easily, and might even carry as well. 
Plans similar to those shown here, are available for 25¢ at 
many lumber yards that carry plywood, and full size pat- 
terns are available for $1.00 from the Douglas Fir Assn. in 
Tacoma, Washington. 

As the experienced builder knows, and the novice quickly 
finds out, plans should be studied through and each step 
understood before construction begins. Boats, it is true, are

wood. One sheet of 34” x 48” x 96” and one of 4%” x 48” x 
96” are used. In addition, one hardwood strip 1” x 1%” x 
60” is needed for the sail sprit, plus a piece of 54” x 72” 
muslin for the sail. 

Though power tools are shown in the accompanying pho- 
tos, they are not essential but will save considerable time. 
Long cuts go much more quickly with a power saw or 
sabersaw, and renting or borrowing one may prove worth- 
while. 

Cutting out the parts from the two plywood panels is 
the first operation. Study the diagrams which show where 
each part is cut from the large plywood sheets. Then draw 
the “center line & base,” as it is marked on the blueprint, 
onto the board. This gives you a reference center to work 
from. To trace the pattern for the bottom of the boat, for 
instance, lay out the center line. Mark the forward point 
and then measure back 12” toward the stern. At this 12” 
point, use a T-square or right angle guide and measure out 
from the center line the amount shown on the diagram: in 
this case 678” as shown. Measure out the same distance on 
the other side and mark that point as well. Now measure 
back another 12” along the center line and then repeat the

proper measurements out to each side. When the marks 
for the sides are completed back to the stern, drive a nail in 
each of these marks; these will act as guides. Next bend a 
flexible stick along the nails and use it as a guide to draw 
the line marking the curved edge of the plank. All the 
curves which you will need to cut can be laid out in the 
same way. 

If you use full size plans and wish to save them, lay them 
out on the plywood and, with a sharp ice pick, punch a 
series of tiny holes along the outlines of the parts. Then 
remove the plans and, using the holes as guides, draw out 
the parts. Otherwise, simply cut out each part from the 
full size plan and trace around it, later measuring the marks 
before cutting to be sure the paper did not slip. 

After all parts have been marked out on the plywood, 
cut them out with hand or power saw. It may help to write

the name on each piece for easier identification. Now you 
are ready to begin the actual assembly. 

If you did not originally draw a center line down the 
middle of the bottom plank when you were enlarging and 
transferring the blueprints before cutting, do so now. This 
line will be a guide for nails later on. Next spread a liberal 
amount of glue along the inside edge of the keel. Then slip 
the bottom plank into place on the keel. The “foundation” 
or keel of your boat is now laid. Fasten the bottom plank 
to the keel with four-penny galvanized nails or screws. 
Space the fastenings about every 112”. 

The cheek pieces, laid on each side of the front part of 
the keel to provide a more solid bearing surface, are next. 
Take a small plane and bevel their edges as shown by the 
dotted line in the drawing. If you are adept with a saw 
you can cut it. Note that the pieces are beveled more at 
the top than the bottom, ranging from about %4” to an 
inch. Now nail the cheek pieces to the keel. The bottom 
planking should be nailed to the bottom of the cheek pieces. 

The next step is fitting the transom in place. This is the 
piece that forms the back, or stern, of your boat. Use a 
wood rasp to smooth the notches in the transom. Now 
plane off the bottom of the transom so that it fits flush when 
resting up against the back of the keel. Spread glue on the 
bottom of the transom and edge of the keel and nail or 
screw it into place. It should be nailed to the keel and 
then the bottom planking should be glue-coated and nailed 
to it. 

Installation of the chine pieces is next. These are the 
long curved parts that are nailed to the bottom planking. 
The after end of each chine should be beveled to the same 
angle as the transom so that where they meet, the fit will 
be flush and secure. The chines will be taking a slight curve 
when they are installed. In order for them to bend more 
easily, saw several slits, each about 44” deep, across each 
chine every ten inches. They should now be able to take 
the exact curve of the bottom planking. 

Spread glue to the bottom of the chine pieces and fit 
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Waterproof glue and nails or screws fasten keel 
to middle of the bottom plank. Cheek pieces, 
fastened to each side of the front section of the 
keel strengthen it. Space fastenings every 1/2”. 


them into place along the edges of the bottom plank on the 
inside. Note in the photograph of this step that a lip is left 
outside the chine where the bottom planking extends. This 
will be trimmed down flush in a later step. Recommended 
fastenings here are *%4” galvanized ring-shank nails, or 
screws, to insure a tight bond. In the illustration mentioned 
above, small clamps are shown in use to hold the chines in 
place during fastening. An assistant will serve as well to 
keep them in position, but if you find this boat fun to build 
and plan to go on to additional boat-building projects, you 
will find clamps in assorted sizes are always of use, and a 
wise investment. 

You are now ready for the box in which the mast will 
be stepped. This is assembled from the two 9” x 242” and 
one 9” x 3” pieces which have already been cut. The 242” 
wide pieces are butted to the 3” piece to form a U-shaped 
slot. This is then fitted into place against the forward up- 
right of the keel with the opening facing aft. To secure it 
in place, nails are driven through the back piece into the 
keel and the cheek pieces on each side of it. 

Next the bulkhead is fitted into place. This butts up 
against the mast box and is fastened to it, forming the 
fourth side of the box for the mast. The bottom “legs” of 
the bulkhead, formed by the limber holes, fit against the 
chines and may need to be beveled slightly for a close fit. 
Nailing up through the bottom planking in the center, and 
through both planking and chines at the sides, will fasten 
the bulkhead in place. 

The deck piece, which is the long “wishbone” shaped item 
that forms the top piece decking of the boat, comes next. 
The ends of the arms fit into the cut-outs at the top on each 
side of the transom. The center of the U fits around the 
mast box. This fastens in place to the transom, and the 
tops of the cheek pieces, keel, and bulkhead with, once 
again, nails or screws. 

The framework of the boat is now established and is 
ready for the stiffeners. These form a brace between the 
deck piece and the bottom planking, giving additional rigid- 
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Step 2, before the cheek pieces are 
installed, is the fastening of bot- 
tom to keel with glue and nails.

ity. The original cut on these pieces was longer than neces- 
sary to allow for additional bevel trim to fit the deck and 
planking. After beveling to fit, drill guide holes to start the 
nails to fasten them because of the difficult angle. 

Now comes the most important part of the construction. 
It is called fairing, and on it depends the final trueness and 
appearance of the boat. It consists of beveling off the edges 
of the transom, chines, bulkhead, and cheek pieces on an 
angle so that the side planks will fit flush all along those 
surfaces. This can be done with a plane, but it may save 
time to rent or borrow a small power sander. 

In order to check the bevel, take a small straight piece 
of wood and pull it along the surfaces as shown in the illus- 
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tration of fairing. If it lies flat on the surfaces, the bevel 
is satisfactory, but if not, there are still some high spots 
remaining that must be smoothed down. 

Once all surfaces where the planking will touch have 
been leveled for perfect contact, the side planks may be 
installed. Coat the beveled edges of the chines, bulkhead, 
cheek pieces, bottom planking, and transom with glue. Ap- 
plication of the side planks will take careful work, and help 
will be needed to hold them while they are fastened. 

The bow end will be fastened first. Bevel the planking 
here so that it will fit up flush against the keel. Put the 
planking into place and secure it to the cheek piece and 
keel with seven or eight nails. Now start gradually nailing 
or screwing the side to the chine and deck piece. Bend 
the side plank slowly and pound the nails in only part way 
at first. You may have to cut a small piece off the bottom 
forward corner so that it will fit against the keel. 

Continue to nail the panel along the side of the boat, 
bending it slowly and placing the nails in a few at a time. 
Then go back and set the first nails. 

When the side planks are both well fastened, the excess 
of the planking can be trimmed off flush with the bottom 
and the deck for a perfect fit and then sanded. 

Any other rough spots should now be sanded down as 
well, and edges may be rounded with a wood rasp. Fill out 
corners with wood putty and sand round. 

Before painting, daub all the exposed edges of the ply- 
wood with a heavy mixture of white lead paste and oil to 
seal them. Line the deck edges, if desired, with metal 
counter-top edging. 

Now paint the boat with standard marine paints follow-

ing the manufacturer’s directions. 

Once painting is completed, it is wise to add a few marine 
hardware items such as a bow cleat, bow chocks, and two 
fender hooks, one at each side of the stern. 

The mast is made by giveing the two 5’ pieces together 
and rounding off the sharp edges. For the sail sprit—the 
long thin piece of wood that stretches the sail taut—use a 
1” by 1%” hardwood strip 60” long. A %4” hole is drilled 
in each end. 

The tiller and rudder are fashioned as shown in the blue- 
print. Smooth the tiller handle and round the rudder edges. 
Standard rudder fittings can be bought from any marine 
hardware outlet. Pintles and strap gudgeons will be neces-

Choose a top pin that is 
longer than the bottom, or cut the bottom pin, so that it is 
easier to fit the rudder into place. Often this may be done 
out on the water. Drill a small hole through the bottom of 
the long pin so that a cotter pin may be slipped through 
to keep it from lifting out and floating away. 

The sail is simple to make. Though a sailmaker could 
make one for you, the procedure for this sail is easy. It 
will be 48” long across the bottom, 63” along the sprit, 24” 
across the top, and 47” along the mast, as shown in the 
sail plan. Sew it from muslin or similar material. A %” 
bolt rope cord is sewn into the hem all around the sail to 
give added strength and stability. Stitch hems and corner 
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With mast stepped, sail unfurled, 
and rudder set in place, the ju- 
nior skipper is ready to set out. 


reinforcers in solidly with strong thread. Place grommets 
as indicated on the plan. 

It is well to equip youngsters who are learning to sail with 
vest type life jackets that are worn all the time. Later, as 
their sail and swimming ability as well as judgment in- 
crease, cushion-type preservers may be substituted. A small 
anchor and a length of line may be stowed forward of the 
bulkhead. Often the novice sailor, if he finds tacking 
against the wind is difficult, may drop the anchor and keep 
from drifting farther offshore. 

The lines of this attractive little craft make it a fine and 
safe introduction to boating for small skippers; the building 
designs prove it ideal for the parent who builds it. 
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Each year thousands of Scouts push off on treks into 
the unspoiled lands along rivers and lakeside water- 
ways.

THOUSAND mile cruise from Long Island Sound to 
Lake Champlain . . . six hundred miles sailing from 
Albermarle Sound to the Potomac River . . . two weeks 
canoeing the wilderness waters of Quebec . . . twelve days 
cruising from Lake Washington to the Princess Louisa In- 
let . . . a thousand mile canoe trek in the northwoods of 
Ontario . . . a week long float trip down the Colorado 
ten days following the Lewis and Clark canoe trail 
down the Columbia . twelve days on a rubber raft on 
the Snake River . . . a five day sail following the course of 
a Revolutionary War fleet off Mullica River . 

These are only a very few of the boating expeditions 
taken by Explorers, older boy members of the Boy Scouts 
of America last summer. Hundreds of other expeditions 
provided similar adventures on America’s waterways from 
ocean to ocean and from Gulf to Minnesota’s northern 
lakes. 

Each summer a thousand or more Explorers shove off for 
adventure-filled days on wilderness canoe trails of northern 
Wisconsin. For a week or more they paddle the Manitow- 
ish, Flambeau and Wisconsin Rivers, in country that 
100 





abounds in the history of the Indian, Voyageur and lumber- 
jack. In late afternoon, when camp is made on a spruce 
covered point, out they go again to fish for the fighting 
musky, wiley bass, or walleye, while non-fishermen bud- 
dies quietly paddle along the shoreline stalking deer, bear 
or bobcat with camera or binoculars. 

At the same time, the upper Colorado, the Snake River 
or the Green are the scene of float trips through some of 
the most beautiful canyons of the world—canyons through 
which flow rivers that test the skill of the most experienced 
river-runner. Each bend in the river brings new rapids to 
run, new thrills and new tributaries to explore. 

The great meandering rivers of the mid-west—the Ohio, 
the Missouri, the Mississippi and many others, have their 
share of Scout boating expeditions each summer. Down 
these lazy rivers in John boats, canoes, rowboats or home- 
made orange-crate craft, go Scouts in search of adventure 
following routes famed in American history. They relive 
the days of the pioneer explorer and the old river pilots. 

The Great Lakes, the high seas, the Gulf of Mexico or 
the inland route to Alaska are also scenes of Scout boating 
activity, either in their own power cruisers or aboard Coast 
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Guard or Navy training vessels. For because of the Scout 
boating training program, Scout groups are eligible to re- 
ceive surplus Navy craft, or to sail aboard Coast Guard or 
Navy training ships for short cruises. 

But these high adventure activities afloat do not just 
happen. They are all preceded by a carefully supervised 
training program in the skills of boating, a program that 
can begin for an eleven year old Scout, his first summer 
in camp. These cruises, canoe treks, and float trips are the 
icing on the cake, the climax of a training program where 
a Scout puts into practice in a real situation skills which 
he has learned and practiced for weeks and sometimes 
months. 

Learning-by-doing has long been a teaching method of 
the Boy Scouting movement, and it is especially true of 
boating skills. A young man learns the principles of naviga- 
tion by plotting his own course while out of sight of land; 
follows tricky river currents by actually running the Co- 
lumbia with an experienced river pilot. How better to learn

THE SCOUT BOATING CODE 

As a boatman, I will do my best to 
MAINTAIN MY BOAT AND ITS EQUIPMENT IN A 
SEAMANLIKE MANNER: 

I will at all times keep my boat clean inside and out: the 
bilges free of water and dirt, the waterline and bottom free 
of marine growths, the topsides free of marks and damage, 
the cockpit and decks free of loose gear. 
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I will dry and coil all lines properly before stowing and 
see that all equipment is neatly stowed in its proper place 
when not in actual use. 

I will take pride in keeping my boat shipshape. 
PRACTICE SAFETY AFLOAT: 

I will not overload or overpower my boat. 

I will carry a Coast Guard approved life preserver for 
each person on board. 

I will carry a Coast Guard approved fire extinguisher 
and know how to use and maintain it. 

I will be alert to weather changes and head for shelter 
when storms threaten. 

I will avoid the wakes of larger craft, if possible, or cross 
them at a safe angle. 

I will not allow anyone to stand in my boat, or to change 
seats until I have reduced to very low speed, or stopped. 

I will not drive my boat at high speeds through crowded 
anchorages or swimming areas. 

I will carefully observe the Rules of the Road both in 
letter and spirit. 

BE CONSIDERATE AND COURTEOUS: 

I will not throw garbage, rubbish or other waste where 
it will become a nuisance to others or cause pollution. 

I will operate my boat in accordance with my responsi- 
bilities as a helmsman and with consideration for the com- 
fort and safety of others. 

I will render assistance promptly to those in trouble or 
distress and in all respects be faithful to the customs and 
traditions of the sea.

To teach steady, straight 
steering try this: Set out in a straight line perpendicular 
to the shore, six pairs of buoys spaced ten feet apart and 
100 feet between pairs. The contestant embarks properly 
from beach or pier, starts the engine, runs the course out- 
ward, makes a turn and then runs the buoy gauntlet back 
to the starting point, securing the boat in the correct man- 
ner. 

Slalom: To develop skill in steering, making turns and con- 
trolling speed. Set buoys out in pairs so as to form a flat 
“W.” Start as before, run through the “W” turn and run 
it again in opposite direction before returning to starting 
point. 

Figure Eight: To develop skill in turning at high speed. Set 
the buoys out to form two adjoining circles. Contestant 
leaves starting point, runs around the nearer circle clock-

wise and then circles the other counter-clockwise before 
returning for a good landing. 

In all three of these contests, penalties should be imposed 
for hitting buoys, passing them on the wrong side and for 
mistakes made in getting underway and landing. Otherwise, 
time is the controlling factor in determining the winner. 
As a preliminary to the gauntlet, slalom and figure eight, 
novices could be tested in the following simple drill: em- 
bark properly, start engine, cast off lines, run a short dis- 
tance offshore to an anchored boat, buoy, or stake, round 
it, return to starting point, make a good landing, secure the 
boat and disembark. Form counts here, more than speed. 
Potato Race; Eight brightly colored wooden blocks, painted 
oil cans, or rubber balls are put overboard at even intervals 
in a line extending 800 yards off-shore. Crew gets boat 
underway, picks up furthest “potato” from beach, returns 
with it, dropping it into a box or basket on pierhead, then 
goes after others in rotation, leaving one nearest shore for 
last. Fastest time for completion of “potato” collection de- 
termines winner. 

Balloon Race: Somewhat the same except that eight small 
balloons are inflated and set adrift in a line. Boat’s crew 
has to collect these—the order is optional—and return to 
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Starting point with all of them in the boat. Fastest time 
for the trip and collection determines the winner. 

Treasure Hunt: This is an exercise in piloting and use of 
the-compass. Ahead of time, a multi-legged course is laid 
out on the lake or bay, with each leg terminating at a land- 
ing where course directions for the next leg are hidden. 
Contestants are given the course to the first point upon 
departure. Upon reaching point one, they find directions 
to point two, at point two, they discover course to point 
three and so on. Best time around the circuit determines 
the winner. Compass courses may be shown on “clues” in 
the form of international code flags. 

Since it was established in 1912, the Boy Scout boating 
program has provided a wide variety of opportunities for 
boys to learn and practice skills that last the rest of their 
lives. To many former scouts, this program introduced a 
life long hobby. To others, it was an introduction to a live 
long vacation, as they went on to naval or commercial ship- 
ping careers. In the years ahead, many more boys will find 
new adventures afloat, and in the process acquire new 
knowledge and skills. The program is old—yet new as is 
the lore of the sea. Its objective is to make more Ameri- 
cans better boatmen.—Tep S. PETTIT 
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How lo Plan a trailer trip

ee DIAS, Senor.” 

“Buenos dias, Amigos.” 

Friendly smiles greeted us as we swung the trailer and 
boat around into position to back down to the water’s edge. 
We were at Topolobambo, in the state of Sinaloa, Mexico, 
about 400 miles south of Nogales, Arizona. We had driven 
over 1500 miles from our homes in Denver. But we had 
our own boat, fishing equipment, sleeping and eating equip- 
ment, in fact everything we needed in our portable home 
away from home. 

Topolobambo is not a tourist resort, but it is the gateway 
to a fishermen’s paradise. There are no charter-boats or 
party-boats at Topolobambo, only native dugout canoes, 
and they are not for rent. We launched our boat, locked 
our car, started up the outboard and went fishing through 
the estuaries and sloughs, catching dozens of four, five, and 
six pound “cabrilla,” a fish similar to striped bass. Then we 
went a few miles offshore to the Farrallones de San Ignacio 
Islands where we caught a boat-load (and I mean a boat- 
load), of Grouper, yellow fin Tuna, and Sierra Mackerel. 
After we had had the local packing plant fillet and pack 
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them in sawdust boxes, the cargo nearly filled our boat, 
back on its trailer. Packed in dry ice, our fish trailed 
back to Denver in fine shape. And so did we, completing 
another successful trip. 

The modern trailerboat outfit is the most portable sea- 
going outfit ever invented, but it takes a bit of planning, 
trying-out, and developing, to make it tailored to fit individ- 
ual whims and wishes. Some of us just like to fish. Those 
who do should build the outfit around fishing, adapting it, 
and outfitting it with the things needed for the kind of sport 
you expect. Others like speed, and build up a ater hot-rod 
outfit. Some like to water ski. And then there are families 
for whom camping out together is the fun. Our outfit is a 
kind of all-around rig; we can do almost anything with it 
we want. 

Just a word about the kind of outfit you may have in 
mind, or are assembling or getting ready. I favor, from ex- 
perience a cruiser between 16 feet and 21 feet in length. 
There is an old saying (still new) that “one never gets a 
boat big enough, or fast enough.” Be that as it may, the size 
above mentioned, in my opinion, is ideal for trailer use. | 
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Among many special features is this forward deck 
hatch which allows easy handling of ground 
tackle, provides night ventilation for sleepers 

in the cabin, and a fishing location by day.

This 18-foot- 
er can travel thousands of miles at 
legal speed limits and arrive ready 
for launching and immediate night 
or day fishing. Equipment can be 
locked inside; bunks and stove 
make accommodations no problem.

include the 16 foot size because it takes in the 16 foot Chris- 
Craft Express cruiser, on the short end of the scale, and the 
21 foot Lone Star on the long end. Either of these can be 
towed “on the long haul” easily, yet are large enough to live 
on, and have some sea-worthiness and comfort. 

My boat happens to be 18 feet long. It has an express- 
type cabin, that is, not much head-room, but large enough 
to sleep in and get some protection from the weather. We 
stow our equipment in it under the bunks and leave our 
sleeping bags laid out on the bunks, with a cover over them 
during the day to protect them. Our equipment is always 
sheltered, dry, and out of the way. The open cockpit has 
sufficient room for two or three persons, and, in my opin- 
ion, that is as many as should be taken on an extended trip 
in a small cruiser. We do not have a head, or toilet, in our 
boat. Just happens that we do not have boating-minded 
females in our family, so we rough it and don’t have any 
of the “frills.” But they can be added if a person wants 
them. Luckily the trailerboat idea is flexible, and can be 
tailored to a person’s needs. 

Accessories are important on a trip; they can make or 
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break it. You can have too many, can load yourself down 
with equipment that you never use, and need, or you can 
be short just one item. and it will ruin a whole trip. There 
was an instance where the shortage of just one extra really 
played havoc with a trip. We went from Denver to Semi- 
nole Reservoir in Wyoming. It is about 50 miles long, has 
big rainbow trout, and plenty of them are taken from it at 
times. As we drove the car along the lake, looking for a 
place to put the boat in, I was not far from the shoreline, 
in low sagebrush, when I felt the footing under me getting 
soft. I shifted to second and “gunned” it, thinking I could 
spurt on through the soft place to solid ground. Instead I 
gunned myself right out into the middle of a mud hole. Dry 
dust had blown over the top, hiding a deep bog, and the 
car settled down up to the hubs with the chassis sitting on 
the mud. 

And there we sat; couldn’t go forward or backward. We 
had a short tow-chain, but not long enough to reach solid 
footing. There were two or three cars there that offered to 
pull us out, but no one had a chain or cable long enough to 
reach us. So I had to “bum a ride” 30 miles to Sinclair,

and reels have handled wide variety of salt and fresh water fishing. 











Wyoming, hire a tow truck, and go back and get the car 
out. It took all day, cost thirty dollars, and we were so 
tired, and so disgusted, when we did get out, that we didn’t 
even fish. We just went on back home. But that “learned 
me.” I bought a 100 foot piece of % inch wire cable, cut 
it into three pieces, 15, 25, and 60 feet, and put a heavy 
steel hook on each end of each piece. It has come in handy 
many times. Sometimes we pull a comrade out of trouble 
with it; other times we let the boat and trailer down a steep 
bank to water. It’s one of those accessories which you don’t 
want to leave at home. We use which ever length fits best, 
and sometimes hook all three together. 

Too many built-in cabinets, closets, etc., can be a detri- 
ment to a small cruiser. They are all right in a larger craft, 
one which has room to spare, but in an outboard cruiser, 
the simpler the better. Always remember you may want 
to pull it many miles overland, and every pound counts. I 
find that my boat travels about 15 miles overland to 1 mile 
on water. This may sound like a percentage long on the 
overland side. I admit that my “radius of operation” has 
lengthened until I find myself going 1000 miles and more, 
and enjoying it all the way, both on land and on water. 
But the outfit is now boiled down to the essentials. I need 
what I take, but get along with what I have. 

Jur cooking equipment is contained in a “grub box” 11 
inches high, 16 inches wide and 27 inches long. The top is 
4%-inch plywood, doubled, and hinged, so that it forms a 
table. The kit consists of a 12-inch cast iron skillet, nesting 
set of aluminum utensils, knives, forks, etc. There is also 
room enough in the box for canned vegetables, fruit, salt, 
pepper, lard, and other staples, enough for several days’ 
supply of food. We do not take an ice box. There are 
non-perishable foodstuffs available nowadays and it is un- 
necessary to take ice, unless one expects to bring fish 
home. We usually expect to eat our fish when we catch 
them, and let the neighbors catch their own. We have given 
away so many fish already after successful trips that neigh- 
bors must hate to see us coming. For a stove, at first we 
used a Coleman gasoline camp stove when tied up at 
shore, or in a similar safe place. This is against Coast 
Guard Regulations and now Coleman and other companies 
make stoves using disposable gas containers which pass fire- 
hazard requirements. 

We found it important to be equipped to sleep in the 
boat. There is enough Boy Scout left in me so that I like 
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to “sleep out” at times. You will find you have a lot of 
equipment in the boat, probably can’t lock it up, and at 
times will worry about it when it is left on the street. It’s 
just easier, quicker, and cheaper to sleep in your boat, as 
well, if it is properly fixed for it. You will be on the water 
at times and won’t want to pull out to find a place to sleep. 
A good sleeping bag, with an air mattress under it, can 
sometimes be better than a hotel. With a one-inch sponge 
rubber pad on the bunk as well, it’s real luxury. The little 
express cabin is somewhat close quarters, but not bad. Ever 
see the bunks the boys sleep on in submarines? An express 
cruiser is roomy compared to them. 

Another convenient arrangement is a forward deck hatch. 
Climbing outside the cabin and manning the anchor or 
mooring lines from the pitching bow deck of a small cruiser 
can be a hazardous operation. Just when the going is the 
roughest, sometimes, is when you need to man the lines. 
The arrangement we worked out can correct the situation. 
A man may stick his head and shoulders up through the 
hatch and work in perfect safety. Lines coiled on the deck 
can be handled much more easily than lines in a tangled 
mess up under the bowdeck. The hatch is an excellent 
place as well to stand or sit while fishing, and by opening 
it slightly gives good cross-ventilation for sleeping in the 
cabin. Most small cruisers do not come so equipped, but it 
is not too difficult to build a forward hatch. 

Since you may go to different localities and meet many 
kinds of fish, you should have all-round equipment. We 
take an assortment of tackle. The Ocean City #981 and 
#922 reels are good for trolling or bait-casting, with the 
light Wright & McGill glass casting rods. The same reels 
can be put on the heavier Montague Monoglass rods for 
salt water trolling. The much heavier Penn “Senator” 
#9/0 reel you will probably not use much, but when you 
want it, you'll want it badly. It will hold 600 yds. of 
45 lb. test nylon line, and if you happen to be on the Gulf 
of Mexico when the Tarpon are hitting, or the Gulf of 
Southern California when the Sailfish or Marlin Swordfish 
are there, you'll need all the line you can get on it, and 
then some. The Mitchell Spinning reel is not so important 
for boat fishing, unless you happen to be a light-tackle 
artist but, again, there will be places and conditions where 
you can have more fun with spinning tackle, so take it and 
the spinning rod along. The Pflueger Skilcast casting reel 
also should be in your tackle box. In Florida on Lake 
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Okeechobee, St. Johns River, and other places you will 
need it. Our experience has been that it will give you more 
accuracy, when used on the light glass casting rods, than 
the spinning outfit, and will handle heavy bass lures better. 

You will need an assortment of lines suited to these reels 
and, in addition, you should have a 45 |b. monofilament 
monel steel line which you can put on if you intend to troll 
for sea bass or grouper among the rocks off the coast of 
the Gulf of Southern California. It won't break so easily 
when see-sawed across the rocks, with a big grouper on the 
other end, and is a deep running line for fishing for macki- 
naw trout in the deep lakes. 

For the “end tackle,” or lures, don’t try to figure out what 
you'll need till you get where you are going. You can’t 
possibly anticipate what you are going to need, at each 
season of the year, at each place you may be. Wait till you 
get there; you'll need bait or some item anyway, and will 
be going to a bait shop or tackle store. There they can tell 
you what works best, where to go, and it will be well worth 
buying something to get the first-hand information. After 
all, they get a cross section of the reports of a number of 
fishermen every day, and you can learn more in a few

minutes, probably, than you could find out all day, looking 
for a place where the fish are biting. 

Some preparation, also, in the launching and loading 
arrangements, are important in getting ready for a trip. Be 
sure the line or cable on the winch is in good order, and not 
frayed. Rubber rollers should be free and adjusted to 
proper bearing equalization. Hold-downs, securing the boat 
to the trailer, should be in good order and easily handled. 
The boat cover should be checked, making sure the straps 
or laces to hold it on are fastened. Trailer-hitch, ball and 
socket, wheels and bearings should be tightened and 
checked. If the wheel bearings have been immersed they 
should be examined to make sure they have not rusted. 
One rust spot or corroded rough place on a bearing will 
cause it to cut out on a long run, and probably let you 
down where parts and help are hard to get. 

Don’t neglect to take a “trial run” with the outfit. A few 
hours spent going to a neighboring lake and launching and 
loading the outfit, plus maybe a trial run around the lake, 
can pay big dividends in picking out any “bugs” which may 
be in it. After all, when you start out on a vacation trip, or 
a long run, you want everything to work properly, and as 
many annoyances eliminated as possible. 

So these are the high spots. You take it from here, and 
good going all the way!—THOMas L. LLoyp

friend who is seeking a better way of life on the island 

of Maui, has just sent me a clipping from a Honolulu 
newspaper describing the navigation techniques of the 
South Sea islanders. The article described how a native, 
asleep in his bunk below, knew when the vessel was off her 
course and hit the deck to tell off the helmsman. And that 
reminded me . 

We were on a night race many years ago. It was blow- 
ing moderately hard from the Sou’West and when we ap- 
proached Stratford Shoal, our turning point, a big sea was 
running. 

The night was clear and visibility was good. Our crew 
was just so-so—strong backs and weak minds—good fel- 
lows, but not to be trusted in charge of a big yacht on a 
night like that. The best sailor of the lot was a fellow whom 
I shall call “Knight Blind”—not because that was his name 
but because it was his weakness. I was not familiar with 
night-blindness at the time. Later, in the Navy in World 
War II, I was destined to learn a lot about it. It is a matter, 
partly of training, partly of diet, but mostly a matter of the 
rods and cones in the retina of the eye. People with a lot 
of rods (or maybe it is cones) see better in the dark than 
people less blessed. A diet very rich in Vitamin A improves 
night vision. We fed our lookouts on carrots in the Navy. 
If you want to see something in the dark, don’t look at it. 
Look above it or below it or to one side or the other. With 
insufficient light, you see better in the periphery of the field 
of vision than in its center. Negroes and other dark skinned 
people have better night vision than fair-skinned people. 
My own night vision is, perhaps, a bit below average. 

My friend was truly night blind. Furthermore, he gave 
plenty of evidence of it. The trouble was that I was too 
dumb and too ignorant of this wide-spread deficiency to 
recognize the symptoms. Several times on the run down to 
the light, we would see the faint ghostly sail of a com- 
petitor, but Knight never reported one and did not seem 
to see them when they were clearly apparent to the rest 
of the crew.

could see Oldfield Point light which flashes alternately red 
green. I pointed it out to all the crew. A few minutes later, 
Knight reported a boat on our starboard bow. Then he 
reported another. I failed to make them out. There fol- 
lowed a quiz session and eventually | wormed out the right 
answer. When Oldfield flashed red, Knight thought it was 
the port light of a boat crossing our bow. When it flashed 
green, he thought it was the starboard light of a boat on a 
course opposite to ours. This was hard to understand. De- 
spite its colors, a powerful lighthouse does not look a bit 
like the running lights of a boat. 

When you are sailing on the Long Island side of the 
Sound with Eaton’s, Oldfield, and Buoy 11-B clearly in 
sight and your landfall on Stratford Shoal already made, it 
is neither necessary nor desirable to keep track of the myr- 
iad lights on the Connecticut shore. Yet Knight kept re- 
porting them as if they were close aboard. The man was 
thoroughly confused; but I did not realize it. 

We rounded the light and strapped down hard on the 
wind for the long beat back to Oyster Bay. We were slog- 
ging into big seas, throwing a lot of spray and not moving 
ahead too fast. About three o’clock in the morning, I lost 
my “feel” of the boat. I realized that I was dead tired and 
that I would do better in the race if I caught an hour’s sleep. 
Most of the crew had had their watch below, and some 
were still snoring in the lee berths. 

I debated the possibilities of the crew before I decided 
to turn the watch over to Knight. He was the best sailor 
and had always proved thoroughly reliable. When I released 
the helm to him, I gave him the course as “full and by.” 
We were on the port tack, heading fairly well down the 
Sound but converging slightly toward the Connecticut 
shore. If the wind held or veered, this was the logical tack. 
If the wind hauled and headed us, it might indicate the 
coming of the morning Nor-wester, common in those 
waters at that time of year, and if it came Nor-west we 
would be up to windward and might even romp back to 
Oyster Bay with started sheets. But there was a limit to 
the amount of hauling we could stand with possible profit.

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SMALL CRAFT NAVIGATION 


By ELBERT ROBBERSON

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Here are new and simple shortcuts to show you 


how to learn to get just where you want to go 


MALL boats, perhaps even more than big craft that 
travel far offshore, have need for a good knowledge of 
basic piloting. 

It gets dark, or fog closes in, or a squall blots out the 
horizon. The girls in the boat get big eyes, the men pass 
out cigarets, and everyone looks at the helmsmen ques- 
tioningly. 

You glance at your watch, then say: “Start working up 
an appetite. In 20 minutes we'll be in Louie’s, eating 
clams!” 

And here’s the good part. Twenty-minutes later, you 
are in Louie’s, exactly as promised. 




















Learning to read a chart is part of the fun 
of planning a trip. Typical section above shows 
depth of water, channels, markers, landmarks. 


How does this miracle happen? Simple—you know navi- 
gation. 

The idea that you need to know navigation to run a 
small boat used to be thought absurd. Maybe it was—in a 
sheltered harbor. But today, small craft get out on some 
big water. Just because the motor may hang outside the 
boat instead of taking up cabin room is no excuse for the 
skipper to be a nautical nitwit. 

If mathematics and the prospect of hours of study have 
scared you away from the subject in the past, relax. Just 
soak up these few pages, and you will have covered the 
fundamentals. 

To be able to navigate, first you’ve got to know your 
boat. This starts with forgetting any ideas you’ve had about 
its speed. Chances are, they’re overly optimistic. A 20- 
mile-an-hour boat that covers a mile in 3 minutes is a 
very rare boat, indeed. 

Speed over water is a little trickier to measure than over 
the macadam. Of course, you can toss a floating object 
overboard and estimate speed by how rapidly you leave 
it behind. Or, you can be really smart and tie the float 
to a fishing line with a free-running reel. After the float set- 
tles down in the water, the number of feet that reel off in 6 
seconds is the same as your speed in knots. To find the 
equivalent land miles per hour, multiply knots by 1.15. 

For a few dollars you can get an indicator that you hold 
in the water, which rises in a calibrated transparent tube 
showing your speed. Add a few more dollars to get a 
similar gadget with a dial that mounts on the transom; 
and for a mite more, your control console can be graced 
by a dashboard instrument. 

By running courses over a measured mile, you can obtain 
a speed figure that will hold good as long as the boat load- 
ing is the same, the bottom does not get barnacled up, and 


Actual distance from an object recorded on your chart can be determined from the 
table on page 116. In the case below, the height of the observer and the 
distance he can see, plus the height of the towers, shows it is 14 nautical miles away. 
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the engine is turning over the same revolutions per minute. 
To do this, pick two points on the chart that are a mile 
apart and make a run over this course in both directions. 
Table I gives the conversions from miles-per-minute to 
speed in knots. Average the two runs for a final figure. 
Do this for half-throttle as well as wide open. Get your 
engine revolutions for these known speeds with either an 
inexpensive portable tachometer, or the professional-type 
panel-mounted jobs. 

Next, you’ve got to know your waters. One way is to 
start your boating career on some old-timer’s knee. Clam- 
mers, fishermen, rivermen and others, who have spent their 
lives working at what you are doing for fun, usually have 
every channel and every rock pegged in their memories, 
and could get in and out of their moorings wearing solid 
steel bi-focals. 

But better yet is to have and know how to read charts. 
By using charts, you can safely pick your way into places 
only seagulls may know about. Table I] shows where to 
obtain charts covering most waters, and inquiry at local 
marine supply houses should turn up sources for any not 
listed. 

A valuable seacoast aid are the “Coast Pilot” books, 
available from Coast and Geodetic Survey agents. These 
books take you by the hand and tell you such things as 
“look for the high yellow bluff and then steer directly 
for the house with the red roof.” There are also various 
cruising guides carrying a wealth of similar material aimed 
squarely at the pleasure boatman—check with your marine 
supplier or bookstore for these; free booklets are also avail- 
able from gasoline manufacturing companies.

Even in a wide open expanse of water a small 
boat skipper can determine his position by 
determining his direction from several landmarks. 
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Fig. I is a section of a Hydrographic Office marine chart. 
It gives a scale of miles, the range of the tides, the depth of 
the water, the location of rocks and wrecks, and prominent 
landmarks. Buoys, and other markers are shown, with 
abbreviated notations giving numbers and other charac- 
teristics, such as the fact that they whistle or clang, or flash 
a certain color every so-many seconds. In addition, the 
notations for beacons, or fixed markers, may indicate how 
far away they can be seen. Besides being nice pieces of 
engraving, nautical charts pack more information per inch 
than an encyclopedia, and full instructions are written on 
the face. Study your chart and it will be more valuable than 
the same area of greenbacks. 

On “salt water” charts, channels are marked by black 
“cans” on the one hand and red “nuns” on the other. Other 
buoys guard headlands or obstructions or point out fair- 
ways. Buoys having bells, whistles or lights, are described 
individually, so their purpose is self-explanatory. Quite 
often a can or nun is doubled up with a larger buoy as a 
“station keeper” in case something happens to its big 
brother. On rivers and lakes, different forms of markers 
may be used, but the charts show what to look for in any 
case. 

Believe your chart and, if in the least doubt, refer to it. 
My wife and I were sailing a small sloop into New Lon- 
don, Conn. in a fog. The chart showed that with my draft 
the center of the river was safest. The trouble was that 
closer inshore, landmarks were visible and piloting easier. 
I toyed with the idea of hugging shore a little closer. 

Then suddenly we saw a much larger sloop looming up 
—hugging the beach like a kid at his first swimming lesson. 
He ghosted by without trouble. 

“I’m going in,” I said. “There’s a much larger boat go- 
ing through there, and if he can make it, I can.” I leaned 
on the helm. 

Ten seconds later we thumped hard and fast aground. 
It seems that the larger boat was a flat-bottomed center- 
boarder drawing about a foot. My four-foot draft was just 
about one yard too deep. 

Moral—don’t enter doubtful water just because some- 
body else is there. He may have local knowledge or he 
may be even more ignorant than you. 

Under good conditions, you can pick out points on the 
chart that are in sight, point your boat in their direction, 
and take off. Measure the distance to your object using the 
chart-mileage scale. Knowing your boat speed, you can 
work Table I backwards to estimate how many minutes it 
will take to reach your destination. 

But visual navigation restricts you to perfect weather, 
and to destinations you can see, and to straight paths that 
have no obstructions. To be safe in foul weather or to take 
on more complicated courses, you need more than just a 
chart. 





A course can be marked off right in the boat, 
but often it is better to plan a trip in 
advance at home and study it well beforehand. 
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Several objects which line up behind each other 
are called a “rane” and are useful for 
checking a compass or determining exact position. 
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WHEN ABEAM, DISTANCE OFF = DISTANCE RUN 
BETWEEN BEARINGS 
By sighting on a point when it is 45° from your 
course, then timing your run until it is at right 
angles, if you know your speed you can find distance. 


First on the list is a compass. This should be a boat 
compass, ruggedly built, by a “name” manufacturer. The 
weather-proof enclosed variety is best for smaller boats, 
while an open-card type can be used to advantage in 
cruisers. 

A waterproof watch with a sweep second hand is also 
needed. 

Most of the time you're in a boat, the nearest land is 
straight down. You may think this is just so much mud, 
to keep as far away from as possible, but there is plenty it 
can tell you. To get the message, sailors use a “sounding 
lead,” dropped by a marked-off length of light line. A fish- 
ing line with a fat sinker will do. Mark every foot of the 
first ten feet of line, then every ten feet thereafter. 

I have a friend who can read the number on a buoy 
before I can even see the buoy. But when this friend isn’t 
aboard I like to have binoculars. With a pair of these, you 
can identify marks without steaming up to touching dis- 
tance. Also, as it grows dark, binoculars give you the 
seeing power of an owl on the prowl. 

Every bit as smart is carrying a slice of daylight with 
you in the form of a powerful flashlight. 

A bundle of pencils and a gadget called a “course pro- 
tractor,” which is used for laying out courses and bearings 
on the chart, completes the kit. 

Now, suppose you have all the tools. What do you do 
with them? Not much, without one more bag of tricks. 
This one is in your head. 

The first trick is “laying out a course.” This may sound 
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formidable, but actually many small youngsters have 
learned to do it. 

Flatten out your chart, center the card of the course 
protractor over where you are, with the zero mark on 
the scale toward the top of the chart. Align the protrac- 
tor sides parallel with the vertical “meridian” lines and 
the chart edges. Then swing the arm through where you 
want to go, and read the true direction in degrees from 
the scale. 

On the chart are several compass “roses.” On any one 
of them, find the figure for the true direction you have 
thus obtained, on the outer scale. Directly alongside, on 
the inner scale, is the magnetic compass course you steer 
to reach the destination. 

To put a polish on the job, measure the distance to be 
run and using Table I, estimate how long it will take. Jot 
down these figures and get underway. Steer the compass 
course carefully, and you should be within touching dis- 
tance of your objective at the “estimated time of arrival,” 
no matter what the visibility. 

Suppose you’re on waters which have a current, from 
tide, wind or river flow. In a fast boat a small amount 
of current can be disregarded for short runs. But if you’re 
slogging across a large body of water which has a couple- 
of-knots current, you'll have to steer upstream by the same 
amount the current sweeps you down to hit your destina- 
tion accurately. 

Tidal current charts, showing current velocity and direc- 
tion for each stage of the tide, are available for large 
harbors. Or, it may be possible to find the current speed 
by local inquiry. And, as a final resort, you can anchor, 
stream your log line or use your speedometer to obtain 
current speed in the same way you measure speed of 
the boat. 

Bucking the current squarely, subtract its speed from 
the boat speed. Then figure your arrival time from the

result. Going with the current, add the two figures. Cross- 
current, first figure how long you will be underway. Then 
you can gage the distance you will be swept downstream 
in the same time. On the chart, mark down a point this 
far upstream from your destination. Measure the course 
angle to this point, steer this corrected figure, and you will 
“crab” along like a plane in a crosswind, ending up right 
where you want to go. 

Laying out more complicated courses than just one 
straight hop may seem complicated, but actually the same 
simple process is just repeated to get from one point out 
to the next. 

Some of the spadework can even be done at home. I 
once made a 2590-mile salt-water voyage in a 20-footer, 
much of the time steering courses from headland to head- 
land and buoy to buoy which I had figured out on the 
kitchen table at home. 

It is easiest if the more complicated courses are run 
between buoys or other markers, but if you want to get 
around a pile of invisible rocks that are not covered by 
a buoy, you can set course for a turning point a safe dis- 
tance away from them, even though there is no marker on 
the spot. Just figure you are at the turning point when 
your estimated time on course has run out, and then steer 
the next course. 

As you can see, getting from where you are to where 
you want to be can be carried on simply by chart, pro- 
tractor and compass. The system will work just as well 
in foul weather as fair. There is just one kink—and it is 
important. You've got to know where you are, to begin 
with! The time to spot this location is while you can still 
see landmarks. 

Suppose the curtain drops. Measure down your course 
line from the last marker the distance corresponding to 
the time underway from the marker, and there you are. 
You can either lay out a course from that point to the 
nearest safe spot and head for it by compass, or proceed 
with caution on down your planned course. 

If you haven’t been keeping track, “getting a fix” will 
be harder, but it can still be done. You may have to work 
fast, so practice beforehand. 

You get a fix “cold” by crossing “lines of position” on 
your chart. Where they intersect is your location. There 
are fortunately several ways of finding lines of position. 

One of them is to sound the bottom. There are ridges 
and valleys underwater as well as on top. You can spot 
them by a series of soundings taken as you go. When 
such an underwater landmark is found, you are on a line

EYES IN THE NIGHT

I gave Knight a course, north of 
which he must not sail. If he could 
not come to that heading, he was to 
tack immediately. I checked that limit 
course on the chart and noted that it, 
and all courses to port of it, would 
carry us Clear of all dangers. 

Then I gave him an order—a defi- 
nite, explicit order that left no room 
for judgment or exception. He was to 
call me in three quarters of an hour. 
I gave him the exact time. I groped 
my way below, There were snorers in 
the lee berths, so I kicked off my 
sneakers, climbed into a_ weather 
berth, hung on with my eyebrows and 
somehow managed to sleep. The boat 
was pitching madly. The spray was 
rattling like a machine gun above my 
head, and our angle of heel made it 
an acrobatic feat to stay in the bunk. 

I learned later that while I was 
sleeping, two things happened directly 
contrary to orders. First, the wind did 
head us so that we could not lay the 
limit course and Knight did not tack. 
Second, the forty-five minutes I had 
allotted for my nap elapsed and 
Knight did not call me. He felt I need- 
ed the sleep and mercifully stretched 
my time below. 

The next thing I knew, I awoke with 
a start. Danger! It was like a shout in 
my ear. We were in desperate, immi- 
nent danger, and I didn’t know why. 
Then my scattered wits collected. I 
realized that the boat was no longer 
jumping and pitching in the seaway, 
but the angle of heel was as great as 
ever. If the boat had not been heeling, 
I would have reasoned that the wind 
had softened. But it must still be blow- 
ing and there should be a sea. Like the 
native described in the Honolulu 
newspaper, I hit the deck in a flash. 

Knight was at the helm, deep in 
conversation, perfectly relaxed and 
happy. The rest of the crew sat hud- 
dled together in the early morning 
chill, munching sandwiches, drinking 
coffee, and talking. 

My first horrified glance was to 
windward. There, clear in the star- 
light, not more than fifty yards away 
was land. My eyes swept ahead—more 
land at slightly greater distance. On 
our port bow was a huge lighthouse, 
the light working perfectly. I scarcely 
took time to look to leeward, but I 
knew there was land there, a little far- 
ther off but still dangerously close. 

I yelled like a mad-man, “Put her 
about,” and at the same time some 
inner sense prompted me to note the 
compass course. 

“O.K.” answered Knight. He was 
terrifyingly casual about it. “Get the 
running back-stays. Ready about—” 

“The hell with the back-stays,” I 
bellowed. I pushed him out of the way, 
grabbed the tiller and pushed it down 


hard. I spun the boat in the tightest 
circle she could make then straight- 
ened her out on the reciprocal of the 
course she had been sailing. Some- 
where inside my fuddled head I real- 
ized that by the Grace of God we had 
found a path behind an unidentified 
island and that if we had sailed in 
there, we had a chance of sailing out 
if we followed an exact reverse course. 

With my heart in my mouth and 
my sleep-filled eyes glued to the com- 
pass, I sailed her free. We did not hit 
a thing. The crew began to discover 
the dangers then. They saw the land 
close aboard. They even saw the light- 
house. They were almost aware that 
in two more minutes at the outside 
they would have wrecked my ship 
probably beyond hope of salvage. I 
don’t think Knight realizes to this day 
why I burst from the cabin, pushed 
him from the helm and, after I had 
sailed free, cussed them all from hell 
to breakfast. 

When we got to a position where 
we could look at the lighthouse at an 
angle other than straight up, I identi- 
fied it as Peck’s Ledge. The land we 
had seen was Cockenoe (pronounced 
Cock-ee-nee) Island. A glance at the 
chart gave me some gray hairs. The 
depths in the waters we had sailed 
averaged three feet and we drew six 
feet three inches. Everywhere those wa- 
ters were studded with rocks, many of 
them bare at low water. We had gone 
in at the very top of the tide and had 
blundered onto the only strip that 
would float us even in those favorable 
conditions. 

The lessons? First, never turn your 
boat over to a watch officer unless 
you know he is capable of handling 
her at the time. Knight was night- 
blind and bewildered; and I should 
have known it. Past performance alone 
is not enough. Knight was cold sober. 
But the same rule applies to a man 
who may have been drinking or is ill 
or is over-fatigued. 

Second, sleep with your subcon- 
scious alert. My inner sense of danger 
sensed our situation when the whole 
crew awake on deck with eyes, ears, 
a compass, and a lighthouse, could not 
perceive it. 

Third, if you sail into danger, sail 
out by retracing your steps. If you did 
it once, your best chance of doing it 
again is back along the same line. I 
take no credit for noticing our com- 
pass course. It was a reaction, not a 
reasoned strategy. But I am so glad I 
did. 

Fourth, sign on your Guardian An- 
gel as the first member of your crew. 
I know he was working for us that 
night. I never see a wreck or a picture 
of a wreck, so common in the insur- 
ance advertisements, but that I say 
like the pious bishop, “There, but for 
the Grace of God, am I.”

tion of six different ratings: Johnson and Evinrude with 30 
horsepower twins; Mercury with two models of 30-horse 
and a 40-horse four-cylinder-in-line; Scott-Atwater with an 
alternate firing twin 33; and Fageol in the outboard field 
with a four-cylinder, four cycle 35 horsepower. 

But people started hanging two motors on their transom 
for more oomph, so— 

Now for °57 the choice is still broader and the largest 
sized motors of last year’s five have all been increased in 
output. 

In the 30 horsepower range, the buyer can select from 
between the alternate-firing twin-cylinder Elgin, marketed 
by Sears, Roebuck and Company; West Bend’s alternate- 
firing twin; the four-cylinder-in-line 30 horsepower Mer- 
cury. The 35 horsepower bracket has been entered by Evin- 
rude, Johnson, Firestone, Hiawatha and Oliver, all with 
alternate firing twins. Fageol will continue its four-cycle 
four-cylinder overhead-valve powerplant in that same 
power bracket. Mercury will continue its four-cylinder-in- 
line 40 horse motor, and Scott-Atwater continues to edge 
up with a 40 horse alternate firing twin. 

Leader of the 1957 horsepower race is Mercury with its 
new Mark 75, a six-cylinder-in-line engine rated at 60 
horsepower. The Mercury Mark 75 may well foretell the 
outboard motor design trend of the future. Just as the 
automotive industry swung from four-cylinder power plants 
into an almost universal V-8 bracket for smoother per- 
formance and more potency, it would appear that the hand- 
writing is on the wall for a move on the part of other manu- 
facturers to follow Mercury’s lead in the four cylinder or 
more category. 

Aside from that fact, the builders of the giant twins have 
already successfully upset what at one time was considered 
a truism—that 25 or 30 horsepower was the maximum 
punch that could be attained from two cylinders of two- 
cycle design. 

(There is a limitation to the maximum efficient size of 
cylinders of the relatively high speed motor of the two- 
cycle design. The new Johnsons and Evinrudes displace 
40.5 cubic inches, have cylinder bores of 3%6” and strokes 
of 2%”. The largest of the alternate firing twins, the 
Scott-Atwater, has a piston displacement of 42.18 cubic 
inches with bore and stroke of 34%” by 234”. It is conceiva- 
ble that with higher compression ratios and displacements 
of close to 50 cubic inches, the alternate-firing twin could 
pull as high as 45 horsepower. It is improbable, however, 
that any of the manufacturers will move in that direction 
since they would gain their added horsepower only at a 
sacrifice in smoothness. A twin inherently is rougher run- 
ning than a four, a six or the potential eight of the future. 
The reason for this is that the twin-cylinder motor of alter- 
nate firing design receives a power impulse every 180 de- 
grees of rotation of the flywheel. A 40 horse twin, in order 
to develop its horsepower, exerts just double the power 
impact on each piston thrust required by the four, since 
the alternate-firing four receives a power impulse for every 
90 degrees of crankshaft rotation. The two-cycle four, in- 
cidentally, produces the same number of power impulses 
one gets in an eight cylinder passenger car of four cycle 
design, and in the six-cylinder-in-line two cycle there’s a 
power impulse every 60 degrees of crankshaft rotation. 
Actually, the outboard six performs with the smoothness 
of a four-cycle twelve.) 

The drawbacks to the original prewar fours, two sets of 
alternate-firing twins placed one over the other, were the 
exceptionally hard rope-over pull and the heavy crankshaft 
required of the design. Metallurgical advances have made 
possible the miniaturizing of crankshaft size with an in- 
crease in strength. But the four-cylindered motor with 
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(continued from page 117) 
of position running through the irregularity. In gradually 
shelving water, approximate lines or position can be plotted 
by comparing the depth you measure with the contour 
markings on the chart. 

Another simply-found line of position can be obtained 
by noting objects of known height as they come in view 
or drop out of sight below the horizon. Table III and 
the figure on page 112 show the principle. In the example, 
the top of a 100-foot object is just visible. Add the figure 
from the table for the height of your eye (for 5 ft., 2% 
miles) to the figure for the height of the object (100 ft., 
11'%2 miles) and a distance off of 14 miles is obtained. 
Your line of position is a circle 14 miles from the object. 
In the case of a wall of land, rather than a single object, 
the line would be drawn parallel to the shore, 14 miles off. 

Two objects of known location appearing in line form 
a range, one of the most accurate lines of position. Ranges 
can be observed anywhere around you—for instance, a 
smoke stack and a steeple, a tank and a tower—line up 
one in front of the more distant object, draw the line on 
the chart, and you can be nowhere except on that line. 





Speedometer and tachometer help navigation. 


Compass-bearing lines also establish position. The 
easiest way to take a bearing with a small boat is 
momentarily to point the boat exactly toward the object, 
allow the compass card to settle down, then read the bear- 
ing. Convert this magnetic bearing to the true figure on a 
chart compass rose (the opposite procedure from when 
setting a course), then draw a line with the protractor on 
the true bearing through the object on the chart. Your 
position lies along this line. 

Take as many compass bearings as there are identifiable 
objects in sight. Draw the lines on the chart and you are 
located where they cross. 

Once you get over the first feeling of fear, the fall of 
darkness is no handicap. Markers are often more easily 

‘ identified by the color of their lights and the flash timing 
at night than they are by watching for their shape and 
number during the day. The most confusing thing will 
be other lights, from sources such as shoreside signboards 
and airways beacons. Keep your sights down to horizon 
level or below. 

You can practice your chartwork at home. Then, the 
next time out in the boat, make some observations and 
plot them on the chart. Practice steering a good course, 
by compass alone. Get these things down “pat” and it 
won't make any difference if the sky is sunny, or covered 
with stars, or lost in zero-zero fog. The small boat owner, 
especially, can benefit from simple practical navigation.

twice as many connecting rods and pistons, and twice as 
many bearings in the rotating and reciprocating parts, is 


inherently more expensive to produce. However, a con- 
tinued upswing in sales of the large horsepower outboard 
motors makes it possible to reduce unit costs. This reduc- 
tion can be reflected for the buyer in either reduced prices 
or improved products. 

In the highly competitive market that now exists in large 
horsepower outboard motor ranks, no manufacturer wants 
to cheapen his product. Prices for 1957 will in general be 
somewhat increased but you'll get far more for your money. 
As an example of this, the 60 horses in the Mercury Mark 
75 will be delivered to you at $16.25 a horse. The Scott- 
Atwater 40 in its most expensive version, the Royal Scott, 
will run about $16.80 a horse while Scott’s top horsepower 
electric starting motor will reach you for only $14.70 for 
each of its 40 horsepower. The Johnson 35 and the Evin- 
rude Big Twin of the same horsepower in electric starting 
versions will run to about $16.70 a horse while their line 
leaders, with ultra styling, will cost about $18 for each 
horsepower delivered. When you compare these figures 
with the horsepower cost in the small brackets where an 
average 3 h.p. will deliver at about $50 a horsepower and 
a 10 h.p. sells in the neighborhood of $30 to $35 per horse, 
you can see that by buying big, you get more for your 
money. And our bet is that by the end of °57, the buy-big 
philosophy will account for 40% or more of the motors 
sold. Meanwhile, this year’s results of the race will be giv- 
ing you even stronger and better motors for your money.

A chart show- 
ing the boat’s home area is selected, and on it is drawn 
with indelible pencil courses most frequently taken by the 
owner. The chart is trimmed to fit the engine box and is 
covered by a sheet of fairly heavy plastic, attached by 
means of screws around the edge. The chart is then ready 
for instant use, is not liable to be blown overboard or 
reduced to a soggy mass by rain. In some cases a few 
screws near the center of the plastic sheet may be desirable 
to hold it down tightly and eliminate condensation-trapping 
air spaces. 


EMERGENCY LIFE PRESERVERS 

ERE are two bits of wisdom which every boatman 

should fix in his memory indelibly. Sooner or later we 
all are confronted with the emergency of falling overboard. 
If you fall overboard yourself and nobody is around to help 
you, you can remain afloat indefinitely until help does come 
by using . . . your pants! Fight off panic, take a deep 
breath, and bend over in the water. Your lungs full of air 
will hold you up while you reach down and shuck off your 
pants. Tie knots in both pants legs and, holding the pants 
by the waist, flip them over your head and down onto the 
water so as to trap a quantity of air in both legs. The wet 
cloth will hold air for a long time. 

If somebody falls off a dock or bridge, or through thin 
ice during the winter, the spare tire of the nearest auto- 
mobile will make an excellent and readily-available life 
preserver. Although a tire and wheel seem to be very heavy 
on land, there is such a large air volume in the tire that it 
will support a swimmer very, very easily. It will even 
support two persons!

and competitive a group of yachtsmen as you could ever 
find on any starting line. 

This year’s champion, William H. Cox of Darien, Conn., 
and the Noroton Yacht Club, is a 40-year-old Manhattan 
publishing executive who, sailing his third season, was a 
comparative newcomer to the class. But Cox has had a 
great reputation on Long Island Sound for years and those 
who knew his sail habits well were not surprised by his 
victory at Buffalo. 

Cox gave a convincing demonstration: three firsts, a fifth 
and a fourth, to wind up with a huge 18 point lead over 
Gene Walet of New Orleans. Walet, a 21-year-old Olympic 
skipper, and Cox had tangled before in the Mallory finals 
at New Orleans in 1954 with the youngster a narrow 
winner. 

Moving along to our Olympic team whose selection 
played such a big part in the yachting year, the U. S. 
skippers for Australia were Walet, H. P. (Bert) Williams, 
Eric Olsen, John Marvin and the team of Victor Sheronas 
and Ensign Andy Schoettle. 

Bert Williams, from Evanston, IIl., is an old-time (30 
years) Star class man, a giant weighing 270 pounds who 
sincerely hopes for heavy weather. 

Olsen and his crew, Stan Renahan, staff the U. S. entry 
in 12-meter Sharpies, a craft foreign to our nation. But 
Olsen has had a world of experience in all types of dinghies 
and is an excellent representative. 

The same goes for Marvin of Marblehead who won a 
marathon elimination—two separate series had to be held 
—to pick the Finn Monotype skipper. 

Shoettle and Sheronas form a unique team. The latter, 
a Philadelphia businessman, is crew and owner of the boat, 
Rush IV, a 5.5 meter craft, the largest Olympic vessel at 
34-feet overall length. Shoettle, 23, is the skipper. In 1952 
there was only one “Five Five” under American registry, 
yet its owner, Dr. Britton Chance of Philadelphia, won a 
gold medal in the competition at Helsinki. 

Nineteen fifty-six saw a sudden surge in this class with 
14 U. S. boats all fighting for the same prize, the Olympic 
nomination. The final trials at Marion, Mass., on Buzzards 
Bay, saw a disqualification and a main halyard shackle 
opening at the worst possible time, do in an amazing craft 
called Quixotic which had the series won. 

Quixotic, owned by a Boston triumvirate headed by na- 
tional champion Hood, won three of seven races and 
proved to be unbeatable upwind. In the final race, 
Quixotic needed only a ninth place to win but that shackle 
inexplicably opened, the mainsail came down and despite 
valiant mast-climbing efforts by her crew, she struggled 
home last and second in the series. 

Rush IV, ably skippered by Schoettle who was given 
leave by the U. S. Navy, to try for this prize, thus became 
the Olympic nominee. She is a sound, all-weather craft 
but lacks the fine windward climbing ability of Quixotic. 
The Five-Five class, it must be pointed out, is of open 
design, meaning there can be structural and rigging varia- 
tions within certain tolerances in contrast to the one-design, 
everything-the-same qualities of other classes. 

Here were the more notable class champions in 1956. 
Clark King won the U. S. Snipe title at Long Beach, Calif. 
Bob Polhemus of Darien, Conn., after many years of trying 
took home the big prize in the Raven class, a rapidly ex- 
panding group with a speedy, popular boat. The Comets, 
long an Eastern favorite, saw their best silverware go to 
Wayne Diller of Stone Harbor, N. J., in a 33-boat series 
at Port Clinton, Ohio. 

Gordon (Sandy) Douglass of Mentor Harbor, Ohio, re- 
peated as the top man in the Thistle class. Douglass was 
the designer of this boat, swiftly gaining favor in East-of-

This series was sailed at Douglass’ home 
club with 41 starters. 

His former partner, Ray McLeod, at Duxbury, Mass., 
regained the championship for the Highlanders, also a 
molded-plywood creation successfully promoted by this 
team. 

The Y-Flyers, famous in the south, gave their interna- 
tional award to Bill Berry while the U. S. title went to 
Brittain Pendergrast. Both are from Atlanta, Ga. 

G. Shelby Friedrichs of New Orleans’ Southern Y.C. had 
often been a bridesmaid in the Luders 16 internationals 
but he came through at Greenwich, Conn., over nine crews 
that represented such ports as Newport Harbor, Calif., 
Chicago and Bermuda. 

Ludwig Fromme of Toledo won the Rebel class cham- 
pionship on home waters in a series that attracted 25 boats 
from eight states. The Rebel is a 16-foot fiberglas sloop 
that will sprout up in many a lake and bay in future years. 

To East Coast favorites, the double-ended 110’s and 
210’s designed by Bostonian Ray Hunt, held their title 
battles. on Massachusetts Bay waters. Malcolm Mac- 
Naught, a 19-year-old Yale sophomore, won the 110 prize 
with a home-assembled kit boat while the 210 award at 
Marblehead went to Gregg Bemis, president of the class, 
for the second time in three seasons. 

The Moth, a development class in that the only building 
restriction limits the hull to a maximum of 11 feet, turns 
up with some highly individualistic variations. The class, 
1500 strong, saw its 1956 title go to Don Lapp of Miami 
in a craft that weighed only 63 pounds. 

On the glamourous ocean racing circuit involving cruis- 
ing auxiliaries from 30 to 75 feet, there was a trend and 
there was a boat. That sums up the yachting year for the 
gold-platers. The boat was Finisterre, Carleton Mitchell’s 
38-foot yawl, which picked up all the marbles on the south- 
ern Circuit, a series of six winter-season races centered in 
Florida and the Bahamas. Finisterre then came north and 
trounced 88 competitors in the biennial Bermuda Race. 

Finisterre heavily underlined the trend to shoal-draft, 
centerboard yachts which are remarkably able to combine 
cruising comfort plus speed. Some say it is coincidental, 
some say a plot, that the Cruising Club of America allow- 
ance rule happens to favor the heavy-displacement center- 
boarder in its computations. 

Finisterre did not quite win them all but only because 
she sailed in few. On the East Coast, Golliwogg, Colin 
Ratsey’s 40-foot yawl, when two months old took the 
Storm Trysail race, a tour up Long Island Sound around 
Block Island and back in late spring. Golliwogg suffered 
a disaster in the Bermuda Race when her centerboard 
dropped out and went to a 400-foot bottom beyond any 
skindiver’s ambition. Yes, she is a centerboard, shoal, fat 
one. But another yawl, Cotton Blossom IV, is not. 

The latter, a 30-year-old onetime 12-meter owned by 
Walter Wheeler of Stamford, Conn., took the 231-mile 
Vineyard Race over 56 other starters, a record turnout for 
this noteworthy Long Island Sound event. 

Then there were “The Mackinacs,” the midwest’s two 
distant races, one up Lake Huron from Port Huron, Mich., 
the other north from Chicago on Lake Michigan. Gypsy, 
a 52-foot double-ended sloop sailed by Joe Schoendorf Jr. 
of Milwaukee, won the former in a fleet of 61 while Nic 
Geib of Chicago ran his 38-foot yawl, Fleetwood, up Lake 
Michigan in a hurry to win the Chicago-Mackinac Race 
for a third time, over 63 contestants. 

Lastly, and far from the least important achievement, 
the U. S. Naval Academy won the national intercollegiate 
sailing championship, ending a string of 14 straight suc- 
cesses by New England schools. 

This latter accomplishment is the brandy on the pudding 
of our earlier premise. New Englanders and their neigh- 
bors from Long Island Sound may have “invented” this 
sport and kept it a secret for 50 years but no longer can 
they sweep every bauble off the trophy table.

a baker’s dozen sailmakers and cordage manufacturers’ 
layouts, and the same number of boat trailer exhibits and 
you get some idea of the scope of this exposition. 

You aren’t through yet. Magazine and newspaper pub- 
lishers, marine insurance firms, finance companies, banks 
and several companies which manufacture flags, yachting 
attire and insignia will have their spots along the aisles. So 
will the United States Coast Guard Auxiliary and the U. S. 
Power Squadrons, whose aim in life is to educate boating 
newcomers in the fundamentals of safe, sensible and happy 
use of the country’s water highways. 

All the shows will be colorful and bright. The exhibitors 
who are old hands at this game know how to catch the 
wandering eye. Some of the color combinations, of course, 
will be more reminiscent of the boudoir than a boatyard 
and the traditionalists will shudder at many of the convey- 
ances masquerading as runabouts and cruisers. There will 
be plenty of gleaming glass, shining varnished mahogany, 
and no end of silvery chrome decorations and hardware. 
There will be runabouts upholstered in the manner of an 
exhibitionist’s convertible, and cruiser cabins finished to re- 
semble apartment house love nests, abounding in gilt and 
chrome. 

But if you look beneath and behind all this glitter and 
glamor, and ignore the interior decorator’s bad dreams, you 
will find much that is worth while. Remember the old saw 
about paint covering a multitude of sins and keep in mind 
that it applies just as much to automobile-type chrome strip- 
ping and fancy seat cushions. 

Remember, also, that an outboard motor doesn’t use less 
fuel, or perform any more reliably merely because it is 
what the brochures describe as “dynamically styled and 
color coordinated.” It is more important that the galley 
sink be big enough for dish washing, and that the ice box 
will hold more than a cube of butter and pound of ham- 
burger than it is to have that compartment painted a delicate 
shade of orchid. 

In other words, when you go to a boat show with the idea 
of making an investment in an engine, a boat, or an item 
of equipment, don’t be misled by surface appearances, or 
allow yourself to be mesmerized by a fast-talking salesman 
who may know less about boats and boating than an Antip- 
odean aborigine. Keep fresh in your mind the fact that 
most of these fellows are bent on making money and it may 
be no concern of theirs if they sell to you something entire- 
ly unsuited to your needs. 

If you are buying your first boat or engine, or going in 
for a bigger model after only a brief career in something 
small, you will be well advised to go to the show with a 
boatman of longer, broader experience and more technical 
knowledge than yourself. He is not likely to be taken in by 
outward appearances and he won’t waste time looking at 
items that do not answer your problems. 

He will know where to look for quality in construction, 
finish and equipment. He will be able to distinguish be- 
tween the cheap, the shoddy, the mediocre and the good. 
He will know who the best boat builders are; those who 
have established reputations for the quality of their work- 
manship. He will know, more than likely, which engine will 
best do the job you want it to do. 

If you have to go alone, or don’t know anyone qualified 
to act as an advisor, you'd better build up your sales re- 
sistance. Resolve to keep your hands on your bankroll 
until you get just what you want—it will be there, you may 
rest assured—and resolve also never to forget that nowhere 
does the law of caveat emptor (let the buyer beware) apply 
more snugly than it does in the boat business. Don’t be in 
a hurry to buy. Shop around carefully, ask questions, make 
comparisons, check on prices, freight charges, delivery 
dates and service facilities.

And, on the subject of prices, it is well to remember that 
there is no such thing as a good cheap boat, or engine, or 
sail, or anchor line. If it is properly designed and con- 
structed of good materials the price tag will reflect those 
essentials. 

If you’re interested in a 20-foot outboard cruiser, for ex- 
ample, and you find one selling for $1,500 and a similar one 
for $2,000, there will be a good reason for the disparity. The 
builder of the cheaper one may have skimped on frames 
and strength members, or used low quality materials. He has 
cut corners somewhere, or he is going to make up his costs 
in extras. The $2,000 boat may be fully equipped and ready 
to step on board. The other won't be ready until you’ve 
bought a steering wheel, a helmsman’s seat, bunk mat- 
tresses, anchor, anchor rode, docking lines, navigation 
lights, installed your own ice box and toilet. Don’t get 
caught in this “extra” racket. 

Don’t get fooled, either, by lots of bright mahogany and 
chromium doo-dads. They take a lot of time to keep look- 
ing that way, particularly on salt water. On a boat with a 
cabin, it is more important to have a fore hatch from which 
you can handle ground tackle and bow lines—and a hatch 
that is watertight—than it is to have a shining mooring bit 
that is screwed into the deck instead of being bolted through 
a supporting timber underneath. Better, too, to have painted 
decks with a good toe-rail to keep your feet from slipping 
overboard than it is to have varnished, sloping decks around 
the cabin trunk and cockpit. 

Does the windshield open, or do you steam for want of 
a breeze in hot weather? And if it open, is it gasketed so that 
it doesn’t leak spray and rain after you’ve closed it? Do 
the ports, or windows, in the cabin open? If not, how do 
you ventilate the space? Does the main hatch to the cabin 
have a sliding cover, or do you rap your head on it every 
time you go below, or come back up to the cockpit? Is the 
cockpit self-bailing and is the transom so constructed that 
water can’t come pouring into the boat from where the 
engines are clamped on? 

These are just a few hints on what to look for in an out- 
board cruiser. There are others for which there simply 
isn’t room here. And the same holds true if your local boat 
show is sponsored by a dealer with used boats to sell as 
well. He no doubt offers the craft honestly, but the wise 
buyer has an expensive used craft surveved as well. By 
an expert in such matters as dry rot and worn equipment. 

There are plenty of thoroughly competent, honest and 
reliable boat builders and many of them will be exhibiting 
at the shows. You won't have much difficulty finding them. 
For one thing, their salesmen will know what they are talk- 
ing about; they will not have been recruited from a used car 
lot. For another, their products tell their own story and no 
one will go into a panic if you lift up the cockpit and cabin 
floorboards to inspect construction details. 

You can have comfort, speed, seaworthiness and good 
looks in a boat but you will have to pay for them. This is a 
basic fact of nautical life that too many newcomers to the 
sport discover too late, that is: after they buy. 

A well-designed, soundly-built boat is a good’investment. 
Give it good care and it will take good care of you. Then, 
when you want to get a larger boat, or have to give up the 
water for any reason, you can always get your investment 
back. 

If you buy all shimmer and no substance, the least you 
are in for is a succession of repair and upkeep bills. And 
bad, cheap construction could put you in real danger under 
some conditions. It doesn’t matter whether the boat is built 
of wood, metal or fiber glass. There is good and bad no 
matter what the material. Be sure you get the good. It 
costs more initially but pays dividends in freedom from 
headaches and bills, and what it gives you in pleasure and 
safety. 

Boating is fun. You can’t enjoy it in a lobster pot, no 
matter how pretty its paint scheme, how dynamic its stream- 
lining —EvereTt B. Morris

lot of good American liquor lying around in bonded ware- 
houses. This inspired a simple, but sharp, rumrunning 
technique. The stuff was openly purchased for legitimate 
export to some nearby foreign port. The shipment was 
loaded aboard a vessel with the blessings of the Customs 
people, who were delighted to see liquor flowing the other 
way for a change, and theoretically it left to corrupt the 
citizenry of another, less enlightened land. Sunset found 
the vessel not too far at sea from the point of departure 
and dark found the liquor deposited on the nearest beach. 
The short supply line and rapid turnover made this game 
most attractive, but it was too good to last—the supply 
ran out. 

Enforcement of the 18th Amendment was the respon- 
sibility of a corp of Prohibition agents, who worked mostly 
ashore, and a harassed Coast Guard. The latter did its 
level best to enforce the unpopular law in its domain, but 
it was unprepared both in boats and men. Old cutters such 
as the Dallas, and Eagle boats like the McGourty, sta- 
tioned at New London, Conn., were charged with stem- 
ming a tide of liquor that flooded in stronger with each 
passing night. As long as the mother ships stayed the 
legal distance offshore they remained untouchable. 

Beach boats enjoyed no such peace or immunity. The 
Coast Guard made it increasingly hard to get the stuff on 
the beach and hidden before the sun arose to make a nuis- 
ance of itself. At first the rummies relied on speed to get 
them through. Special high-power craft of moderate draft 
were built for the trade in various New England boat yards. 
At first they were faster than anything the Coast Guard 
had, but as the government built speedier craft the rum- 
runners changed their technique and relied primarily on 
stealth and muffled engines, with plenty of power available 
if needed. Boats as distinctive in shape and color as these 
were, powered with anything up to three Liberty airplane 
engines with a total horsepower of 1350, were bound to 
attract an unwelcome amount of attention whenever they 
moved. Consequently, they seldom pu* to sea until the 
shadows began to lengthen. Every night that promised 
either a dark moon, fog, or storm clouds was sure to bring 
them to life, however. The boats of the sunset fleet were 
cunningly painted to blend with the cold, gray waves of the 
North Atlantic. With little above the sheer line except a 
small, Block Island-type pilothouse. They cast a fuzzy pro- 
file which made them virtually impossible to pick up in 
anything less than perfect visibility. 

A typical rumrunner of this type was the Maybe. The 
first the Coast Guard saw of her in 1927 was a faint pair 
of running lights, brighter with each blink of the eye, 
glowing across the widening band of shadow out on the 
horizon. Snaking in toward the easterly entrance of the 
Cape Cod Canal, lights set low and close together, she 
emerged from the gloom—a long gray hull cutting across 
the water at great speed without a sound but the slapping 
of the waves. As she drew in, a searchlight flared from 
inshore and a Coast Guard 36-footer roared into life. The 
big, shadowy hull daintily cut back her speed and waited 
in the glare for the “company” to draw alongside. 

“The Maybe, huh?”, hollered the boarding officer, “we've 
been expecting you.” The Maybe’s skipper, a a man 
from Pembroke, Maine, shyly remained in the dark of the 
unlighted pilothouse. “How fast were you going just now?”, 
the officer yelled forward as he lifted hatches and poked 
the beam of his flashlight into the wide empty cargo spaces, 
fresh with the smell of new wood and paint. 

“Maybe ten. Not more’n twelve at the outside,” the 
skipper modestly estimated after some thought. 

“Where do you keep your gas, Captain?”, persisted the 
officer.

“We were in such a hurry to get fishing with her, sir, I 
forgot to look,” piped the skipper. “I ain’t seen no tanks 
lying around. Maybe she don’t have any.” 

“Apd maybe you aren’t going fishing with her,’ 
the frustrated officer as he pulled away. 

Across the darkness came the dry retort ,“Maybe. . . 

The Maybe had tanks all right, 1500 gallons’ worth, but 
they were down under the sole out of harm’s way—passing 
bullets, in this case. Up until the intrusion of the search- 
light she had been hustling along at 33 mph. The 80-foot 
Maybe was one of the faster of the big, trade model rum- 
runners. These were round bottom, flush-sheer craft of up 
to 80 feet in length. Others operating off New England 
during the period from 1927 until Repeal were the Black 
Duck, the Tramp, the Hobo, the High Queen, the Tossup, 
the Madame X, the Nola, and the Mitzy. 

Owners of these furtive craft enjoyed giving their boats 
colorful names, as indicated by the brief: roll call above. 
One brand new rummie, out on her shakedown cruise from 
a Downeast port, broke down some miles at sea. With no 
oars aboard, the disgruntled rumrunners and her builder 
had to paddle her in with planks torn up from the floor. 
In retrospect the boys thought this was a big joke so they 
named her Rownomore. 

The rumrunners had a good reason for their peculiar 
tastes in names. Frequently these were long and nearly 
unpronounceable. They often had the same syllable re- 
peated a number of times. In use they were lettered as in- 
conspicuously as the law would allow on quarter boards or 
trail boards that were easily removable. Once underway, 
the crew either removed all trace of a name or else they 
substituted one carrying a jumble of the original one that 
would be impossible to note quickly and remember. The 
more casual operators didn’t even take this bother. They 
just draped a burlap bag over the name while they were 
on the job. 

To add a veneer of respectability to what were suspi- 
cious-looking craft at best, some runners carried a few 
fishing nets or tubs of trawl. Fishing was always poor, 
because of their taste for dark nights and poor weather. 
“Express Fishermen” was how these trade models were 
registered with the Coast Guard, but this was a pretty 
transparent euphemism. At the Boston Coast Guard office 
in 1927 a couple. of fishermen presented themselves to 
register a new boat. In answer to the standard question 
about power the boys admitted rather reluctantly that she 
carried twin Liberties. “What are you going after,” the 
clerk inquired innocently, “flying fish?” 

The number of people engaged in various phases of the 
business was truly staggering. There were boat crews, 
shore details to do the unloading, truck drivers, armed 
guards, spotters and warehousemen, to say nothing of the 
part-time help that stood ready for 25 dollars’ worth of 
exercise in the bracing evening air. There was plenty of 
excitement for everyone, but the real adventurers were 
drawn to the fast beach boats that brought the stuff in- 
shore. 

Creeping soundlessly toward the mainland and periodi- 
cally shutting down to listen for “company,” the beach 
boats cautiously smelled out the landmarks under the 
shadowy shore. Tensest moment of all was the drop itself, 
for then the boat was a sitting duck against a lee shore. 
Audacity and luck, these were essential for a good beach 
boat skipper. If his luck held, the boat’s stem grated 
gently on the sandy bottom and the beach suddenly came 
alive with flitting shadows. The shore detail waded out to 
their waists to form a chain and pass the hams ashore. 
Soon a model T truck coughed in the darkness and 50 
more cases departed to meet their destiny. 

The big game was corrupt beyond belief, but romantic 
nevertheless. It was highly illegal, and law enforcement 
got progressively more earnest as the years went by. In 
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the fall of 1923 the Coast Guard was instructed to fire on 
suspected runners who refused to stop and be boarded. The 
Black Duck, one of the most notoriously successful gray- 
hounds of them all, was singled out for special attention 
because of her wily skill at evading detection and pursuit. 
Whenever they did catch up with her she was empty and 
innocent. An early attempt to bag the Black Duck off 
Rhode Island failed when the rumrunners pulled the old 
decoy trick on the pursuing Coast Guard vessel. The 65- 
foot Aloysius, which was light at the time, ran in and dis- 
tracted the 72-footer into a blind race at top speed through 
the inky darkness. The race ended unexpectedly when the 
Aloysius struck a ledge going wide open. She tore her 
bottom out from the stem back to the engine room. 

The Black Duck escaped in this encounter, but she was 
marked for retaliation. One of her tricks which particu- 
larly annoyed the Coast Guard was tying up illegally to 
one of their buoys while she got her breath and watched 
for a signal to come on inshore. After her capture it was 
rumored that one good trick had earned another. The 
Coast Guard was supposed to have muffled the clappers 
on the Duck’s favorite bell buoy long enough so that she 
missed it in the darkness and got too far inshore to dodge 
effectively when the trap was sprung. 

It was a 72-footer that nailed the Duck. She could beat 
anything they had when chased from behind, but mouse- 
trapped against the shore she was in trouble. The pursuers 
cut her off at every feint, and eventually the engineer came 
up on deck for a breather and a look at the situation. He 
crouched against the bullet-proof steel pilot house just as 
the 72-footer’s searchlight glared for a second on the 
fleeing, twisting quarry. A nervous gunner unleashed a 
terrific fusillade of machinegun bullets and the engineer 
slumped, his head severed by the burst. The game was 
over. The Black Duck’s skipper hove to and surrendered 
seconds later. She was towed ignominiously back to New 
Bedford and confiscated, only to put to sea a short time 
later working for the other side—chasing her former sisters. 

The type of boat most often associated with rumrun- 
ning is not the big 50- to 80-footers which were built in 
the late 20’s especially for the trade. It is the cocky little 
Jersey sea skiffs which buzzed and slapped their way out 
15 to 20 miles at sea in quest of 50 cases of Rum Row’s 
best. These were open boats, high-bowed and about 28-feet 
long. The engine, often a hopped-up Pierce-Arrow of 
about 60 h.p., was installed in a watertight box amidships. 
The skiffs were lap-staked and could take quite a pound- 
ing—which they got. Empty, their tcp speed was about 
15 m.p.h. in the early days of rumrunning. Loaded they 
could only make 7 m.p.h. They always carried two men, 
one to steer and the other to pump for dear life to keep 
her afloat. The engines were crudely muffled with a re- 
moveable elbow-joint of pipe to run the exhaust under- 
water, or else the owner slipped on a cutoff section of 
rubber innertube which would collapse over the pipe and 
straighten with each explosion—a cheap, but effective si- 
lencer. Coming across the water at night these reckless 
little waterbugs could be heard slapping the waves a mile 
away. Once out on the Row they pitched about like corks 
on the rolling seas. Alongside a mother ship, the crew 
would nonchalantly hold her off with boathooks. Quickly 
they flipped over a roll of bills and gave their order. As 
the hams were slung out to them, the skiff’s crew deftly 
caught them and at the same time kept their small craft 
from being smashed against the larger vessel. In a few 
minutes the skiff melted back into the night, off on her 
dangerous return trip. 

Then slow speeds like 7 m.p.h. loaded became impracti- 
cal, and the beach boys built 40- and 50-foot skiffs. These 
were powered with a variety of big engines. Many of 
them carried the 12-cylinder V-block Liberty. These 450 
h.p. monsters had been manufactured for World War | 
airplanes, but had become surplus before seeing any service. 
Many were still lying in their factory crates in 1924, cheaply

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priced because few could afford to run these monsters. 

Other popular power plants used in the larger runners 
included pairs of Sterling Vikings of 565 h.p. each (the 
same engines, incidentally, which the Coast Guard used in 
its fast Eagle Boats and 36-footers), pairs of 300 h.p. 
Fiats built for the Italian Air Force, Wright Cyclone radial 
airplane engines, and large Murray & Tregurtha’s. These 
colossal giants were not as reliable as today’s smoothly- 
engineered masterpieces, but they spewed out horsepower 
in a simple, direct way with a satisfying roar that sent 
chills up the back. They were terrible gas hogs, but well 
suited to this devil-may-care business. 

Fiats were more unreliable than the rest, but reputed 
to be very hot engines and therefore popular. They had 
a tendency to backfire through the carburetor while being 
started. The remedy was simple, but risky. The operator 
held a piece of wood over the air intake until the gas ran 
out on the floor. Then he turned on the ignition and spun 
her over and away she went. Because of their deafening 
exhaust these engines were usually fitted with heavy-duty 
silencers about the size of a 55-gallon drum. Often made 
of magnesium, the silencers would mute the unruly babies 
down to a comparative whisper. 

In powering their boats the bootleggers often carried a 
pair of Liberties or Sterlings to travel with, and a third 
engine to help escape. This might be of equal nower or it 
might be a smaller type, such as the radial Wright, which 
could be used for sneaking quietly ashore. A big open 
skiff powered with a Liberty was a sight never forgotten. 
They made music to a mechanic’s ears and they were babied 
as no engine ever had been. Lives and a fortune might 
depend on their performance. 

Wherever these high-powered vessels went they trav- 
elled at top speed. Airplane engines such as the Liberty 
were not designed to run at less than full throttle for any 
length of time. Despite the conversion jobs done on them, 
which included adding water-cooled manifolds, they very 
quickly fouled their spark plugs at anything less than 900 
r.p.m.’s. When slow speeds were absolutely necessary the 
engineer had his hands full. He carried at least one full set 
of spare spark plugs and all the time the engine loafed 
he went from one cylinder to another changing plugs 
which had begun to skip and miss through fouling. The 
Liberty had dual ignition; that meant 24 spark plugs to 
fret over. Working atop a red hot engine in cramped quar- 
ters with a fistful of spark plugs in one hand, wrench in the 
other, and fear in one’s heart was exciting—that was about 
all you could say for it, particularly when the boat was 
slopping around in a confused sea. 

Many of the fast boats were built Downeast from half 
models whittled out by experienced builders who knew 
how tc get a turn of speed into a hull. Not all, however. 
A number were designed by the best young naval archi- 
tects of the day. Commissions weren’t so numerous that it 
was sensible to inquire why a man wanted a big roomy 
craft with enormous cargo space and skimpy accommoda- 
tions. Instead these designers had a chance, for once, to 
create boats that didn’t have to stay within a limitcd bud- 
get, incorporate features of larger craft in skimpy dimen- 
sions, Or compromise in three or four directions at once. 

When the Coast Guard discovered that the booze boys 
were seeking professional advice, they too went to the same 
naval architects with a request for lines for ultra high-speed 
rum chasers. With becoming impartiality, the N.A.s pro- 
duced them. The Coast Guard, however, had to put its 
boats out on bid, and as soon as the lines were published 
the rummers secured a copy. Next they went back to 
their designer and told him to work up something that 
would run rings around the new government design. Thus. 
the Coast Guard craft often became obsolete before their 
keels were even laid. For a time the designing business was 
brisk indeed. 

Late in the 20’s someone down Long Island way came 
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up with the “fresh fish” boat. These were 60-feet long 
and powered with twin Liberties. They could make 35 
m.p.h. empty and 25 loaded. Their most unusual feature 
was a series of five watertight compartments in the hold, 
each of which held 75 cases. Each compartment had a 
trapdoor in the bottom through which the liquor could be 
jettisoned. Once emptied, the door was mechanically 
closed and the space quickly sucked dry by high capacity 
pumps. If a patrol craft got too close for comfort the 
skipper pulled a lever in the pilothouse and dumped one 
compartment. This lightened the boat and helped her go 
even faster. If she got in a real fight, the cargo could 
be salvoed and there was no evidence on which to seize 
her. The name refers to the fact that if these boats had 
really been fishing craft, they could have brought the catch 
to market alive in their watertight wells. 

In the closing years of Prohibition the Coast Guard set 
up a 5-ply patrol with fast cutters roaming far offshore 
and progressively smaller and faster craft guarding the in- 
tervening waters. The smuggling business became even 
more subtle and complex. Offshore deliveries were made by 
long Canadian-built carriers, low in freeboard and showing 
so little above deck that they looked unfinished. They wore 
gray paint for protective coloration and they were very 
hard: to spot and to overhaul. The 175-foot Jacqueline, 
biggest of them all, was diesel powered and could do 16 
knots. All had long confusing names like Gollmaccan and 
Tatamagouche which were not easily read or pronounced. 

The tricks of the trade were legion. Some runners car- 
ried hinged masts and springed stays so they could change 
their appearance in a minute, or in One case so they could 
run under a low bridge at full power and leave the pur- 
suers fuming while an exceedingly slow drawkeeper went 
about his task. Rummies carried their cargoes aft to act 
as a buffer for any stray bullets that might come their way. 
Armor plating was used for hatches and bulkheads. Radio 
stations were set up in the most unlikely places conceivable. 


One was located—through the cooperation of the sexton— 
in the belfry of a church in a small Connecticut town. 
Pilothouse windows were of bullet-proof glass, and the 
house itself was insulated with sand. A tank of smoke- 
screen oil, mysteriously procured from a Navy Yard, was 
often one of the conveniences. Cut with kerosene, it was 
connected to the water intake pipe in the exhaust line. 
The engineer merely cut the water and fed the mixture 
back through the hot line. One tight turn and the boat 
disappeared in its own handy fog bank. 

A fisherman who had a particularly high false bottom 
in his boat was stopped for inspection by a patrol boat. 
There were two or three inches of fake bilgewater slosh- 
ing around over the false bottom, and the fisherman was 
confident and brash until the boarding party got out a long 
ship’s auger and started boring down through the bottom. 
The man carried his bluff as far as possible and screamed 
that they’d sink him with their foolishness. Then when 
the auger finally bit through, the bilgewater slowly trickled 
out instead of the sea rushing in. 

Profits made during the flood tide of the rumrunning 
game were spectacular. The famous /’m Alone is said to 
have earned three million dollars for her .owners before 
she was captured and sunk. Little of the treasure stayed in 
the rumrunners’ hands, however. Of those left alive, very 
few are particularly rich—except in memories. 

The boats are also gone, but fondly remembered. They 
were too heavily powered for any legitimate business, and 
when Repeal came in 1933, their wonderful big engines 
were pulled out. They finally became what they had long 
prete A few were sold 
to yachtsmen who had the means to support them, and 
one was used for a time as a fast commuting craft between 
the owner's summer home and the city. For the most 
part, though, they disappeared as of old—into the shad- 
ows. Only this time it was the shadows of oblivion.

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rounded the corners to extend down the sidewalk. Disc 
jockey Al Cummings ran into crowds of viewers when he 
came to work at 5 a.m. and KING employees leaving after 
the late shift at 2 and 3 a.m. found the line of people still 
threading its way past the beloved boat. The inspection 
never stopped; only the removal of the boat brought an 
end to the crowds. 

Seafair, Seattle’s annual ten-day carnival, is in itself 
proof that everything about the city has something to do 
with boats and water. In 1949, George E. Gunn, Jr., 
headed the committee which had to think up some “theme” 
for Seattle’s 100th anniversary. The group decided that 
whatever they started should be continued from year to 
year; New Orleans has its Mardi Gras, Portland (Ore.) its 
Rose Show, Cheyenne its Roundup, but marine-minded 
Seattle invented a “Seafair.” Davy Jones, King Neptune, 
and the Seafair pirates preside over festivities, and even 
the theater took to the water. Called the “Aqua Theater,” 
it literally floats on the smooth water of Green Lake in a 
park north of downtown Seattle. It is one of only three 
such showplaces in the United States. 

It isn’t Seattle’s only waterborne theater. The “Showboat” 
is or pilings near the U of W campus and the public comes 
by the hundreds every Friday and Saturday night to view 
productions by the university’s school of drama. All along 
the banks of the lake near this theater are houseboats. In 
fact, it is estimated that more than 3,500 Seattleites live on 
the water. If your houseboat is parked in the bay near 
the university, you’ve got a “good address.” Not quite so 
swank are the 700 houseboats on the shores of industrial 
Lake Union. But whatever your floating neighborhood, 
you can rent a three-room houseboat for around $65 a 
month, or buy one for about $6,000. No lot to buy, no 
real estate taxes to pay, no cellar to build. 

What Nature has given, Man has improved. In the past 
five years the City of Seattle has built boat moorages and 
a dozen public launching ramps both on salt and fresh 
water. Now it appears that a project Seattleites have been 
dreaming about for twenty-five years—the Shilshole Bay 
small-boat basin—is about to become a reality. On July 2. 
1956, President Eisenhower signed the bill which author- 
ized $400,000 to start construction. The Port of Seattle 
will help the federal government foot the bill, with Uncle 
Sam paying $1,430,000 and Seattle $2,500,000 for a grand 
total of almost four million. 

The real adventureland for boat owners in the Pacific 
Northwest is Puget Sound. Her thousand islands have 
infinite variety and the beauty of them is that so few are 
on regular ferry runs. Perhaps loveliest of all are the San 
Juans, where for the past five years the state has been 
developing public facilities. By 1955, nine boat moorages 
had been completed. Each provides a safe place for small 
boats to stop. The harbors are protected, anchorage is 
excellent, there are floats, mooring buoys, and walkways 
ashore. Nature gifted the sites with clear salt water for 
swimming, beaches for clamming, crabbing, fossil hunting, 
and beachcombing, and between the islands and the seas 
surrounding them some of the most breathtaking scenery in 
the world. Man (as represented by the Washington State 
Parks and Recreation Commission) has added picnic tables, 
cooking units, trails, and on some of the sites such elaborate 
niceties as ball parks and hot water showers. 

There are literally dozens of boat dealers in Seattle, and 
the big seller for all of them is the outboard cruiser. The 
typical Seattle boat would be a 17-foot cruiser, the typical 
Seattle enthusiast would be a machinist for Boeing Aircraft 
or some other local factory. In fact there are more Seattle 
boats owned by journeymen (tool and die makers, for 
example, or carpenters, or machinists) than are owned by 
professional men such as lawyers and doctors. 
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You can rent a small outboard for about $8.50 a day 
and a cruiser for $25 to $50 a day, but the very fact that 
owning a boat costs less in Seattle has hurt Seattle’s charter 
business. Boats are Big Business—between marinas, naval 
architects, equipment companies, boat suppliers, propeller 
manufacturers, yacht sales, marine photo services, instru- 
ment outfits, trailer services, etc., there are at least 200 
marine industries listed in the classified section of the 
Seattle telephone book, and they do around $35,000,000 
worth of business every year. But rentals are not booming 
proportionately. Although $200,000 worth of charters took 
place in the Seattle area in 1956, three charter outfits 
have gone out of business in the past couple of years and 
at least one big marina has droppec this kind of service. 
Seattleites and their near neighbors have water on the 
brain, all right, but they want to own their own boats. When 
you need nothing more than a 15-foot open boat with an 
outboard motor to travel safely through 25,000 miles of 
istand-studded waterways, you don’t have to be rich to 
be a commodore. 

Seattle boat owners being sociable people, there are many 
organized groups and organized events. Clubs include the 
Seattle Yacht Club (some members own 100-foot yachts, 
others own flatties, a good many have no boats at all), 
the Queen City Yacht Club (primarily for owners of in- 
board cruisers), the Rainier Yacht Club, the Bellevue 
Yacht Club, the Corinthian Yacht Club (for sailboat own- 
ers Only), the Puget Sound Outboard Cruising Club (250 
members), the Seattle Outboard Association (primarily 
for racing), the Seattle Inboard Racing Association (for 
limited hydroplanes), the Pacific International Yachting 
Association (for all classes of sailing craft), and even an 
Interclub Association consisting of delegates from every 
yacht club in the Puget Sound area and British Columbia. 

And thousands take part in some kind of competition 
each year. There is the Opening Day Parade of yachts, 
the Opening Day sailboat races, the annual outboard 
races up the Sammamish River, the international cruiser 
race which has been held between Puget Sound and 
Nanaimo (on Vancouver Island) for more than twenty 
years, the Corinthian Yacht Club’s regular Wednesday 
night sailboat races on Lake Washington, the winter-time 
“frost bite series” of races, not to mention such events as 
salmon derbies, some of which attract 40,000 entrants, 
all of them using boats. You could go to some kind of boat 
race in the Seattle area every weekend throughout the year. 

For safety’s sake, Seattle youth is being prepared early 
for life in, on, or near the water. For years the city’s park 
department, with the cooperation of Seattle’s two daily 
newspapers and the local Red Cross, has conducted swim 
classes for youngsters under fifteen and life saving classes 
for those over twelve. Graduates of swimming classes are 
eligible for the department's sai‘ing classes. Yacht clubs 
and some fraternal organizations give instruction to small 
fry; for example, the Corinthian Yacht Club cooperates 
with the city park department in a program through which 
hundreds of Seattle youngsters have been developed into 
competent skippers. 

According to the Coast Guard, sailboat enthusiasts are 
the best seamen. The motorboat owner is apt to think that 


if he can drive a car, he can operate a boat, the only. 


difference being that on the water he won't be heckled by 
traffic cops. The International Power Squadron has done a 
lot to educate such people. With the help of the 13th Naval 
District, safety-on-the-water classes have been organized 
and 350 turn out for each class. No age limit, either; some 
students are ten years old, some are sixty, and there are 
women and girls in the classes as well as men. 

Thus Seattleites make boating a family affair, in classes 
on safety as well as everyplace else. Because boating is 
safe in the Puget Sound area, it can be a source of fun for 
everyone. Elsewhere the slogan may be “Two cars in every 
garage.” But Seattle families want three things: A chicken 
in the pot. a car in the garage, and a boat at the dock.
